Staff wastage at MoD is ‘catastrophic’

The Ministry of Defence's 
Procurement Executive, 
responsible for spending £8.5 
billion a year, is so gravely 
understaffed that it can no 
longer adequately police the 
defence industry, an all-party 
committee of MPS said 
yesterday. 

There was a "catastrophic 
haemorrhaging” of the exec¬ 
utive’s best white-collar staff, 
many going straight to defence 
contractors. Millions of 
pounds of taxpayers' money 
was being wasted because of 
delays in procurement and iu 
verifying contractors' bills. 
Huge amounts were being 
spent on hiring outride agency 
staff to plug the gaps, the MPs 
said. 

Ministry officials had them¬ 
selves admitted to the Com¬ 
mons select committee on 
defence that staff shortages 
were "damaging the efficiency 
with which the executive is 
able to carry out its procure¬ 
ment programme, leading to 
higher ... procurement and 
in-service costs, delays and 
higher risk levels.” 

The Conservative-con¬ 


trolled committee referred to 
recent allegations of financial 
impropriety by defence con¬ 
tractors and said: "The bal¬ 
ance of commercial advantage 
is moving towards the defence 
industry as suppliers, and 
away from the MoD as cus-w 
tornrn. This cannot be in the 
public interest... the present 
situation cannot be allowed to 
continue." 

The committee, chaired by 
Mr Michael Mates, the senior 
Conservative backbencher, 
disclosed that the 32,000- 
strong executive was 12 to 16 


per cent below establishment 
overall, but that figure dis¬ 
guised some critical shortages, 
particularly in the South-east. 

Shortages of secretaries had 
reached 30 per cent, and 
administrative assistants 56 
per cent. Under-secretaries 
were having to do their own 
photocopying and records 
were not being kept up to date. 

Electronic specialists were 
up to 22 per cent below 
norma) staffing levels, and 
accountants, responsible for 
verifying contractors' claims, 
were up to 23 per cent short. 


To plug the gaps, the ministry 
was paying an average of 
£51,300 per man-year for 
agency staff and up to 
£100,000 a year for computer 
staff 

In some cases, former Civil 
Servants working for agencies 
were being paid those rates to 
return to their old jobs. In 
other cases, servicemen were 
being drafted in to do civilian 
jobs although they were some- 
limes twice as expensive. 

Some agency staff left the 
executive and went straight to 
defence contractors. Where 


that happened, "the potential 
for impropriety is unaccept¬ 
able”. the MPs said. 

The committee said low pay 
was the root cause of the 
executive's problems. Admin¬ 
istrative assistants began on 
£4,500 with a £L750 London 
weighting. "It is hard to see 
how anyone can afford to live 
in London on such a salary.”

‘Watchdog’ office says 
BT has more to do 


Loyal isle greets ‘our Duke’

The "steady improvement" 
made by British Telecom last 
year in its quality of service 
was praised yesaerday by 
Professor Sir Bryan Carsberg, 
ihe Director General of Tele¬ 
communications. But he 
added that standards coukl 
still be higher. 

"More needs to be done 
before I can be fully satisfied,” 
he writes in the annual report 
of the Office ofTelecommuni¬ 
cations, the industry 
watchdog. 

He acknowledges, however, 
that a recent opinion survey 
showed that 83 per cent of 
customers are "highly sat¬ 
isfied” or "fairly satisfied” 
with the service they are 
getting. 

Sir Biyan says he was 
particularly pleased to have 
reached agreement with BT 
about the company's accept¬ 
ing some contractual liability 
for delayed fault repair and 
installing new lines. 

He sees the agreement as 
having broken new ground in 


the regulatory field and 
representing an "important 
safeguard" for customers. 

Despite the improved qual¬ 
ity of service, the report shows 
that the number of complaints 
and general inquiries to Oftel 
last year fell only slightly to 
23,782. Disputed telephone 
bills were the main issue. 

Sir Bryan says this sug¬ 
gested that the number was 
more closely linked to cus¬ 
tomers' awareness of OftePs 
existence and ability to help 
than to BTs performance. 

Oftel is giving priority this 
year to BTs procedures for 
handling complaints. It wants 
the company to implement its 
own syszem to speed up the 
processing of problem cases 
and operate satisfactory con¬ 
trols on the quality of com¬ 
plaints handling. 

On the reliability of public 
call boxes, for which BT has 
been heavily criticized in the 
past. Sir Bryan notes that 
competitive pressures and ac¬ 
tios by Oftel has had a 
"strongly beneficial effect”. 


Joint Oftel-BT surveys have 
shown that BT had by the end 
of March exceeded its target of 
having 90 per cent of call 
boxes working. 

On the subject of car 
phones. Sir Bryan reports 
significant dissatisfaction. 
Problems include a lack of 
information to customers, 
poor installation and signifi¬ 
cant problems with the 
networks. 

The success rate in getting 
calls through in congested 
areas is bound to be lower 
than with normal telephones, 
he says. "There is nothing 
wrong with this provided 
operators are as efficient as 
possible and customers are 
given adequate information to 
understand the service they 
can reasonably expect.” 

Sir Biyan reports "good 
progress” by BTs rival, Mer¬ 
cury. in providing com¬ 
petition in long-distance com¬ 
munications, but says a 
continuing regulatory pres¬ 
ence will be required to ensure 
the competition is effective.

Emerald green dress and hat 
shimmering in the heat, the 
Duke of Normandy stepped 
ashore in Guernsey yesterday 
to be greeted by welcome 
banners in local French patois^ 
prayed at alternately in 
French and English; ad¬ 
dressed as Majeste, but as¬ 
sured of the dukedom's 
unswerving allegiance to Che 
British Crown. 

Although there has not 
really been a dukedom these 
last few centuries, Channel 
Islanders enjoy putting up 
signs reading "Guernsey wel¬ 
comes the Queen our Duke,” 
and toying with the romantic 
notion that it was they who 
conducted the last successful 
invasion of England in 1066. 

Their fierce loyalty stems 
from the willingness of every 
monarch since King John in 
1210 to let them ran their own 
affairs and charge income tax 
at 20p in the pound. 

Accompanied by the Duke 
of Edinburgh, tire Queen dis¬ 
embarked from the Royal 


Yacht Britannia, moored for 
the fust time in tiie harbour of 
St Peter Part, to begin a three- 
day visit to the Channel 
Islands, her first for XI years. 

These being peaceable pla¬ 
ces with no standing army, the 
guard of honour on the quay¬ 
side was mounted by the cadet 
force of Elizabeth College, a 
local public schooL 

Above the Queen a large 
hoarding on a dockside shed 
proclaimed Bitot Vtate, the 
word of welcome in Guernsey 
French, a dialect now little 
spoken and barely 
remembered. 

Across the harbour guns 
fired a salute from the medi¬ 
eval Castle Cornet, fast out¬ 
post of the royalist troops 
during the Civil War. 

A crowd of several thousand 
enjoying an island-wide public 
holiday watched as the Queen 
was greeted by Sir Charles 
Frossard, Bailiff of Guernsey, 
an omnipotent officer who 
combines the roles of Prime 
Minister, Lord ChanceUorand 
head of the Civil Service. The 
Queen drove through the 
crowd-packed narrow streets 


of the old town of St Peter Port 
to a modem leisure centre 
where, in n large gymnasium 
1,800 islanders, chosen as a 
cross-section of the popula¬ 
tion, heard the Sheriff of 
Guernsey announce the arrival 
of"Sa Majeste la Seine et Son 
altesse Royale". 

The Dean of Guernsey re¬ 
cited the Lord's Prayer in 
French, and the Bailiff deliv¬ 
ered — in English — a loyal 
address in which be spoke of 
Guernsey as "a proud frag¬ 
ment of the ancient Duchy of 
Normandy". 

The Queen recalled that 
when she first visited the 
island in 1949 ft was still 
recovering from the dark days 
of oocupatkm."Now, 40 years 
later, prosperity has returned 
and the future is bright." 

After a walkabout in the 
town's winding High Street, 
the Queen opened Guernsey's 
new £17 million marina. 

The Queen waved to the 
boats, and their hooters re¬ 
plied with a cacophony of 
peeps, poops and flatulent 
buglings that required no 
tnutsfation. 


North Sea strikers return to work

Support for strikes in the North Sea oil 
and gas industry began to crumble last 
night when men voted to return to work 
at BFs Forties Field. 

Elsewhere, hardliners insisted the 
industry faced a "summer of 
discontent". 

Unofficial action in pursuit of pay 
increases and a safety review has 
involved almost 1,000 men and has 
spread to 12 offshore installations, but 
most of the strikes have fasted only 24 
hours. 

Lack of support for men in the Forties 
Field was relayed to a meeting in 
Aberdeen yesterday attended by "beats” 
— the North Sea oil and gas industry's 
term for construction workers. 

Mr Thomas Lafferty, area official of 
the construction section of the Amal¬ 
gamated Union of Engineering Workers, 
said: "They feh that once they had gone 
on indefinite stoppage everyone else in 
the North Sea shook! have done the 


same. We told them not to be despon¬ 
dent, the action they have taken and the 
support they have recieved is 
tremendous." 

The Offshore Industry Liaison Com¬ 
mittee meeting was split over what 
action to take. Some demanded an aft- 
out stoppage, but union leaders empha¬ 
sized that legislation required a ballot to 
be called first. 

Others among the 100 workers at the 
meeting favoured a rolling programme 
of disputes. Mr Jim Fleming, an offshore 
scaffolder who jointly chaired the meet¬ 
ing, said: "We have shown the oil 
companies we are prepared to take 
action. This is nol the be-all and end-aft 
of a strike in the North Sea. This is just 
the beginning." 

Mr Roger Lyons, assistant general 
secretary of the Manufacturing Science 
and Finance Union, told the union’s 
annual conference in Bournemouth: 
"The employees of the oft multinationals 
and the offshore construction companies. 
have been treated as second-class citi¬ 


zens for too long” He said employers 
were trying to keep the true extent of the 

action secret 

It started at the weekend when the 
Forties Field men downed tools after the 
breakdown of negotiations between 
unions and the contractors, Press Off¬ 
shore, The workers want an extension of 
the Offshore Construction Agreement; 
which applies only until an oil platform 
becomes operational 

Men on other installations joined the 
action when trews of it spread. However, 
some had already finished their 24-hour 
protests and resumed working yesterday. 

Mr Frank Doran, Labour MP for 
Aberdeen South, told yesterday's liaison 
committee meeting that a two-class 
system operated in the North Sea. Men 
employed directly by the oil companies 
received better pay and conditions than 
those working for contractors. 

He said the dispute was not just about 
pay. “You know how many bodies we 
have had to cany oat of the North Sea. It 
is this issue you arc fighting for.”

Heatwave stirs memories 
of the long summer of ’76

The conditions creating the 
recent heatwave over much of 
Britain strongly resemble 
those leading up to the long 
hot summer and drooght from 

May 1975 to Angust 1976, 
accontim to a leading weather 
scientist. 

Dr Mien Perry, of die 
University College of Wales, 
Swansea, was one of a team 
commissioned by (he Institute 
of Geographers to produce the 
official alias of the 16-month 
drought, portraying the meteo¬ 
rological rircamstauces and 
their impact on water supplies, 
agriculture, property and the 
environmental fire hazard. 

He said, yesterday (hat 
there were a number of 
similarities between then and 
now. 

They included the warm sea 
surface temperatures that per¬ 
sisted through last winter and 
signs of a repetition of the 
circulation pattern of the at¬ 
mosphere that produced dry 
anti-cydoiuc weather. He said 
an analysis of past hot snm- 
mers stowed that 80 per cent 

started in mnch the same way. 

The peak temperatares re¬ 
corded yesterday were the 
warmest for May since 1952, 
but were still a long way from 
(he records set in 1922 and 
1944 when temperatures were 
in the 90s. 

However, he said some wat¬ 
er authorities should escape 
the treaties of 33 years ago 


because downpours in March 
ami April recharged reservoirs 
supply in g Wales and tire 
south-west of England. 

But areas of central E n gla nd 
and East Anglia that deputed 

on natural ■ undergroubd res¬ 
ervoirs could suffer shortages. 

The failure of the type of 
rain-bearing cydonte circula¬ 
tion in 13 of the 16 months of 
the drought should not occur 
by chance more than once 
every few hundred years, 
according to the study for the 
geographers’ institute. A1 


though a definitive cause of tire 
dmaght was difficult to iden¬ 
tify, the period was accompa¬ 
nied by an oaasual coldness hi 
the Pacific Ocean, which has 
occurred o gafa, and displace¬ 
ment over the northern hemi¬ 
sphere of the jet stream that 
steers the circulation of the 
lower atmosphere. 

Large persistent blocking 
anticyctaMS, such as the one 
that has dominated the recent 
weather, diverted rain-bearing 


depressions far to the north of 
their normal tracks.

Ruling on 
Lonrho 
plea today

Five law lords are expected to 
rule today whether they con¬ 
sider themselves fit to hear the 
case against Lonrho and the 
Observer in which the direc¬ 
tors face fines, imprisonment 
or sequestration of assets for 
contempt. 

Lawyers acting for Mr 
“Tiny" Rowland, the head of 
Lonrho. Sir Edward Du Cann, 
its chairman, and Mr Robert 
Dunlop and Mr Paul Spicer, 
its directors, have challenged 
the right of the law lords who 
initiated the contempt pro¬ 
ceedings to act as “prosecutor, 
judge and jury”. 

Mr Gordon Pollock, QC, for 
the four men. said the law 
lords should not hear the case 
because they had chosen “eff¬ 
ectively star chamber meth¬ 
ods” instead of handing the 
case over to Sir Patrick 
Mayhew, QC, the Attorney 
General.

Leading judges strongly criticized 
the Government’s plans far far- 
reacmng reform, of the legal pro¬ 
fession yesterday. 

In one of the toi^hest state¬ 
ments yet delivered by senior 
judges to any government, they 
said the proposals posed a signifi¬ 
cant threat to the administration 
of justice. 

Their 54-page response; en¬ 
dorsed at a meeting of more than a 
hundred Court of Appeal and 
Hi$h Court judges on Saturday, 
delivers a senes of rebukes to the 
Lord Chancellor for failing to cost 
his proposals or outline the prac¬ 


tical consequences of their 
implementation. 

Hie response was -produced by 
Lord Lane, the Lord Chief Justice; 
Lord Donaldson of Lymington, 
the Master of the Rolls; Sir 
Stephen Brown, President of the 
Family Division; > Sir Nicolas 
Browne-Wilkinson, Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of the Supreme Court; the 
fond justices of appeal, and jod$3 
of tire High Court. 

The tone of the docznnent — 
entitled The Green Papers: The 
Judges’ Response, drawn up by a 
working jjarty of the Judges' 
Council — is measured, bot it says 
that the Government's plans 
might undermine the rale of law. 
lead to a decline in advocates* 


conduct and competence and 
create a “potentially very dan¬ 
gerous" transfer of power from the 
judiciary to a government 
department. 

The judges oppose the introduc¬ 
tion of American-style contin¬ 
gency fees and express serious 
concern that the existence of 
softeners* firms across the country 
mil be threatened if financial 
institutions are allowed to under¬ 
take conveyancing. 

However, they concentrate the 
bulk of their opposition on pro¬ 
posals that would remove some of 
their power and erode the Bar’s 
monopoly on appearing in the 
higher courts. 

They criticize as “peremptorily 


short" the three-month con¬ 
sultation period allowed by the 
Lord Chancellor, and say the 
Government must bear some 
responsibility for the “regrettable" 
tone of the public debate that has 
occurred since the three Green 
Papers were published in January. 

Rebuking Lord Mackay of 
Clashfem, the Lord Chancellor, 
the judges say; “The production of 
the Green Paper, containing such 
feiHieachutg proposals, some of 
them expressed in very firm 
terms, with a peremptorily short 
period for comments before the 
introduction of legislation at a 
very early date, has inevitably 
created an unfortunate at¬ 
mosphere, not conducive to calm 


and rational discussion." How¬ 
ever, while they present a strong 
defence of the advantages of the 
existing system, the judges admit 
it has some shortcomings in 
relation to costs, delays, the late 
return of briefs by barristers and 
the organization of the Bar. 

So exceptional are the {dans that 
the judges admit they have aban¬ 
doned their normal practice of not 
collectively expressing views on a 
proposal to reform a law or legal 
system. 

The proposals raised a constitu¬ 
tional issue and many of the 
changes were a complete reversal 
of views expressed by the Govern¬ 
ment six years ago, they said. They 
would bring fundamental and 


irreversible alterations to the way 
in which litigation in the higher 
courts was conducted. 

The judges warned the Govern¬ 
ment that if implemented in their 
present form, the plans would 
have “grave implications for the 
future administration of justice” 
in England and Wales. “Accord¬ 
ingly, we consider we ought to 
draw attention to these implica¬ 
tions. so that they can be weighed 
carefully by those responsible for 
making decisions on them." 

However, they said they under¬ 
stood the groundswdl of public 
opinion demanding that the 
“fusty" corridors of law were 
opened up and the legal profession 
modernize d. Anything that, on a 


superficial presentation, looked as 
if it would reduce costs and 
simplify the administration of 
justice was welcomed by the 
public with open arms. 

"Underlying this there is often a 
sentiment that any proposal for 
reform which hurts lawyers, or an 
apparently privileged group of 
them, must be good." 

The judges admitted that in 
some cases lawyers were respon¬ 
sible for those sentiments and the 
resultant Green Papers. 

“To the extent that, in some 
Helds (although not in otheis), 
costs are indeed too high, lawyers 
have brought this upon them¬ 
selves,” they said.

Lord Chancellor’s new 
powers should be held 
in check by judiciary 


Legal practice 


Judges have joined the Bar 
and Law Society in strongly 
opposing the proposed lay- 
dominated body that will have 
regulatory powers dealing 
with the education, conduct 
and official recognition of 
legal practitioners. 

They say it is unlikely that 
lay representatives have the 
sound judgement on legal 
education or legal practice 
needed to deal with matters of 
education and conduct, and 
warn the Government of the 
risk the committee feces of 
being unduly influenced by 
Civil Servants. 

In addition, they say there is 
“grave concern" about the 
proposal that the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor will be the final arbiter 
in all such matters. 

“He will have the power, 
which no government min¬ 
ister has hitherto had and no 
government has hitherto 
sought, to exercise ultimate 
control over the profession of 
advocacy in the courts." 

This is a “grave bread! of 
the doctrine of separation of 
powers", the judges say, 
though it does not directly 
threaten the independence of 
the judges themselves. 

They believe there is a risk 
that a future Lord Chancellor 
might use his powers to to 
deter advocates tinm repre¬ 
senting unpopular minorities 
or those challenging the Gov¬ 
ernment’s decisions. - 

The judges say that if the 
Lord Chancellor acquires - 
additional powers to.bring 
about changes in the organiza¬ 
tion of the Bar^the legislation 
should, provide, safeguards so 
that orders under statutory 
instruments cannot be made 
with Che concurrence, ofr the 
judiciary. 

“The Government should 
recognize that it . has gone too 
far in making these proposals 
and should accept that such 
powers as the Lord Chancellor 
may require should be exer¬ 
cised by him only with the 
concurrence of the judiciary. 

“In this way the necessary 
separation of the proper pow¬ 
ers of the judiciary from those, 
of the executive would be

financial institutions wiD be 
able to aadertake conveyanc¬ 
ing work; ahd an American- 
style contingency fee system 
vrill be introduced. 

the existing system of ad¬ 
vocacy, its qualities and its 
contribution to the quality of 
justice in England and Wales. 

- The judges defend present 
methods of imposing codes of 
conduct and standards and 
say Lord Mackay's plans will 
damage existing quality. 

A fence must be pot around 
those practising as advocates, 
bribe public interest They 
judges oppose any plan to 
allow non-lawyers, with or 
wzthoutspecialirt expertise, to 
practise in the Supreme Court. 

Advocates must be bound 
toy.a single code of conduct 
administered by one pro¬ 
fessional body so that a uni¬ 
form approach to the 


maintenance of standards is 
applied. 

The judges reject as a 
“retrograde and most unfortu¬ 
nate step" tbe creation of new 
categories of advocates, sub¬ 
ject io the different disci¬ 
plinary processes. 

They insist that they retain 
ultimate control of the con¬ 
duct of those practising in tbe 
Supreme Court and say the 
present advocacy system en¬ 
ables banisters to take a more 
objective view of the likeli¬ 
hood of acquittal at trial; 
allows the choice of barrister 
to be in the hands of someone 
able to make an informed 
decision; and provides even 
the smallest solicitors' firm 
with access to a wide range of 
barristers. 

“The Green Paper seriously 
underestimates the strength of 
pressures on advocates and, in 
consequence, it seriously 
overestimates the ability of 
regulations to resolve the con¬ 
flict of duty to which the new 
members of the enlarged corps 
of advocates will be subject” 
Rights of Audience 
Like tbe Bar, tbe judges are 
opposed to extending solic¬ 
itors' rights of audience in the 
higher courts. They say there 
is a risk that advocates* skills 
will decline, solicitors’ and 
barristers’ professions will 
fuse, and recruitment to the 
Bar will be adversely affected. 

The judges set guidelines, if 
Lheir opposition to extending 
rights of audience in the 
Higher Courts is ignored by 
the Government. 

They say that if employed 
lawyers and Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service employees are 
granted rights of audience in 
the higher courts, they should 
abide by the rales and disci¬ 
pline of tbe Bar. 

They also say they would be 
receptive to a limited exten¬ 
sion of tbe categories of case in 
which solicitors already have 
rigits of audience in the High 
Court and Crown Court.

The Present System 
Judges admit that features of 
the existing system have given 
rise to justifiable dissatisfac¬ 
tion. They include court de¬ 
lays, complex procedures, 
expense, delays involving le¬ 
gal advisers and the late return 
of briefs. 

“There is some truth in the 
criticism that only those who 
are rich enough • or poor 
enough can afford to be 
involved in civil disputes in 
the High Court." However, 
the judges say it cannot be 
assumed that by giving solic¬ 
itors rights of audience in the 


higher courts, costs will fen or 
there will be greater efficiency. 

Certification 

The proposed system of 
licensing advocates by a 
certification process is dis¬ 
missed as “unsound". 

Tbe judges say it is not 
sufficient that an advocate's 
fitness to graduate from a 
limited to full certificate 
should be judged on tbe 
number of hours spent in 
court or the absence of a 
complaint 

There is no mechanism to 
ensure that the holder of a full 
certificate continues to prac¬ 
tise the skills of an advocate. 
They add that in some re¬ 
spects, the proposals are too 
strict because they exclude 
holders of limited certificates. 


in specialist areas such as tax, 
planning and patents, from 
appearing in the High Court. 

It is inevitable that if dif¬ 
ferent bodies are given the 
power to issue and revoke 
certificates, there will be dif¬ 
ferent standards. “It seems to 
us, therefore, that the pro¬ 
posals for advocates to be 
licensed by certificate might 
well prove unworkable in 
practice." 

Ombudsman 

While not convinced of the 
need for an ombudsman, the 
judges say they have no 
objection in principle to the 
appointment, so long as the 
scope of his jurisdiction is 
drawn to prevent any en¬ 
croachment on their area of 
jurisdiction. 


Lord Mackay of Clashfern's 
plan to allow partnerships and 
multi-disciplinary practices 
involving barristers and other 
professionals meets with 
strong disapproval from tbe 
judges. 

But the judges, all former 
barristers, admit that the 
Green Papers have identified 
administrative practices at the 
Bar, including the arrange¬ 
ments for training and educat¬ 
ing young barristers, that need 
re-examination. 

They say the Bar Council is 
“vigorously" tackling the 
problem of accommodation 
and education. 

• Multi-disciplinary pract¬ 
ices. The judges say the idea is 
objectionable and tbe Govern¬ 
ment's concern to ensure that 
barristers meet the wider 
obligation to court rather than 
to clients or fellow partners is 
unrealistically optimistic. 

They say there is a danger of 
conflict of interest and a 
reduction in recruitment to 
the Bar because large firms 
can offer security and immedi¬ 
ate financial rewards to 
barristers. 

Large finns will attract lead¬ 
ing barristers in the specialist 
Bars, the say, in time, ad¬ 
vocates will participate in the 
preparation of cases and 
spend less time in court, 
commercial pressure will lead 
to larger finns creating their 
own in-bouse advocacy 
departments and a downward 
spiral will reduce the Bar to 
odd pockets of advocates. 

“There are real risks. When 
specialists cease to be sole 
practitioners and join multi¬ 
disciplinary partnerships, 
public access to their services 
is impaired; when sole prac¬ 
titioners or small firms are 
swallowed by larger ones, 
costs increase; and when a 
firm has its own advocate, it 
does not recommend others." 

• Partnerships. The judges 
are unhappy about allowing 
barristers to enter partner¬ 
ships with each other. They 
say the rigour involved in 
being a sole practitioner will 
be lacking in partnerships 
because they often cany 
passengers. 

The collective effect of both 


partnerships and multi-disci¬ 
plinary practices will impair 
the competence, integrity and 
trustworthiness of advocates. 
In time tbe quality of judges 
will decline and discipline will 
be harder to enforce. 

• Direct Access To Advo¬ 
cates. Allowing lay clients 
direct access to banisters will 
mean a loss of objective, 
disinterested advice, the 
judges say. The quality of 
advocates will decline because 
banisters will no longer have 
to satisfy professional 
solicitors. 

With direct access, an ad¬ 
vocate will need to cover the 
overheads involved in prepar¬ 
ing cases that are presently 
dealt with in the initial stages 
by solicitors. 

The judges say the separa¬ 
tion of the process of prepara¬ 
tion and presentation 
increases honesty and allows 
the advocate to be more 
objective in advising a client 

• Crown Prosecution Service. 
The judges object to the plan 
to extend rights of audience in 
the higher courts to members 
of the CPS and other em¬ 
ployed lawyers. 

They are not as optimistic 
as the Government in believ¬ 
ing that a code of conduct can 
be drafted to guard against any 
clash of interest between a 
lawyer’s duty to the court and 
bis interest in furthering a case 
because his promotion within 
a firm might depend on it. 

• Contingency fees. The 
judges oppose their introduc¬ 
tion, but suggest that lawyers 
should be allowed to operate a 
speculative system whereby 
lawyers are paid only their 
normal costs if the client wins, 
and otherwise nothing. 

• Conveyancing by authorized 
practitioners. By allowing 
financial institutions and oth¬ 
ers to undertake conveyanc¬ 
ing. the Government risks a 
drop in the number of solic¬ 
itors* offices and their concen¬ 
tration in larger towns. 

• Appointments to the High 
Court bench. Almost all senior 
judges believe that circuit 
judges who were formerly 
solicitors should be eligible for 
appointment to the High 
Court bench-

Assistant solicitors’ salaries 


Entrants win 22% increases in pay boom

Tbe salaries of assistant solicitors in 
private practice soared by 22 per cent 
last year, with some of the highest 
ratesnf increase occurring in northern 
England and Wales, according to a 
survey published today. 

The study discloses that although 
pay for assistant solicitors rose gen¬ 
erously m those areas of the coon try. 
women's salaries remain between 12 
and 25 per cent behind then: male 
colleagues. 

The figures in a survey of non- 
partner solicitors in private practice 
also shows that those specializing in 
company and commercial law had the 


highest average wage while those 
working in matrimonial law received 
the lowest average pay. 

They also highfigbt the difficulties 
feeing the Crown Prosecution Service 
in recruiting lawyers when new quali¬ 
fied selidtocs entering private practice 
can earn about £3,000 a year more in 
the City and West End firms. 

An assistant solicitor joining a City 
or West End firm with up to one year's 
experience earns an average £21325 
and £20,056, compared with a basic 
Crown Prosecution Service salary of 
£16,440, which rises to £17,500 if 
Satmday work is undertaken. Those 
employed by the largest City solicitors 


earn a starting salary of £20,600 a 
year, rising to £24390 with 12 
months' experience, £37,640 with four 
years', £45,550 with six years' and 
£48350 with eight years'. 

The average salary increase be¬ 
tween January 1,1988, and January 1 
this year was 22 per cent, but there 
woe regional variations which saw an 
increase of 27 per cent in the 
Midlands, between 23 and 24 per cent 
in the North ami the South. Tbe City 
had the lowest figure at 14 per cent. 

However, the boom time may be 
slowing down particularly now that 
tbe residential property market is 
sluggish, according to Chambers and 


Partners, a London recruitment 
agency which carried out the survey 
among 1,060 assistant solicitors aged 
np to 50 working in England and 
Wales. 

Mr Michael Chambers said: “1988 
was a year of high salary increases for 
solicitors. It Is our impression that 
1989 is not going to see their salaries 
going op at quite the same rate. 

“Salaries are certainly cootwumg to 
rise quite substantially. There is 
enormous pressure on finns to keep 
staff."

Parents must pay 
for child crimes

Parents are to be held respon¬ 
sible for crimes committed by 
their children in a new Crim¬ 
inal Justice Bill ministers hope 
to introduce in the next par¬ 
liamentary session.

bound over to slop their 
children repeating offences 
would also be clarified and 
strengthened. 

Mr Pailcn said nearly a 
thud of crime in Britain was 
committed by those under 17. 
The peak age was 15. 

“A staggering 6.000 crimes 
were committed in 1987 by 
those under 10, today's mini- 
criminals, tomorrow's pris¬ 
oners crowding our jails. 
Parents must be made more 
responsible," he said to loud 
applause. 

He asked: “Do you know 
that in this country at present 
parents do not have to be in 
court when their children are 
being tried? \ tell you they 
should be. 

“My message to this con¬ 
ference is that crime preven¬ 
tion begins in tbe home," he 
said.

Labour's manifesto Tor the 
European Parliament ele¬ 
ctions. released yesterday, sets 
the seal on Labour’s final 
conversion to support Tor the 
European Community after a 
history of bitter internal feud¬ 
ing on the issue. 

Calling for the use of Eu¬ 
rope's combined strength to 
tackle common problems, it 
concentrates on attacking the 
Government for failing to 
prepare Britain adequately for 
the single European market in 
1992. 

it depicts Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher as being “out of 
sympathy with the European 
agenda" highlights women’s 
issues and calls on the elec¬ 
torate to express a judgement 
on 10 years of Thatcherism. 

Slimmer and less detailed 
than the 62-page Tory mani¬ 
festo, Labour's document. 
Meeting the Challenge in 
Europe: is not so sharply 
focussed on specifically Euro¬ 
pean issues and refers fre¬ 
quently to the party's overall 
policy review document is¬ 
sued last week. 

Although much effort is 
concentrated on attacking Mrs 
Thatcher's attitudes to Eur¬ 
ope, Labour too says: “We see 
the path to future progress as 
being one of closer and closer 
co-operation, rather than an 
attempt to create a united 
states of Europe." 

Labour too says that the 
time is not ripe for British' 
participation in the exchange 
rate mechanism of the Euro¬ 
pean Monetary System. Like 
the Conservative manifesio it 
opposes full-scale monetary 
union and any attempt to 
harmonize value-added tax 
rates.

Baker sets out to woo teachers

Mr Kenneth Baker. Secretary 
of State for Education and 
Science, began his public cam¬ 
paign to win the support of 
teachers last night 

Speaking at the Royal Soci¬ 
ety in London, Mr Baker said 
Britain's teachers compared 
favourably wiih those of other 
developed countries. 

He has been under consid¬ 
erable pressure to woo teach¬ 
ers. having removed their pay 
negotiating rights and given 
the impression that children 
were being let down in the 
classroom. 

Mr Baker has restarted talks 
with the main teachers'unions 
to find that he is in conflict 
over his plans for on-the-job 
training and licensed teachers, 
who are due lo enter the 
classroom this September. 

Many teachers have said 
they would refuse lo work 
with “untrained teachers”. 

Many of Mr Baker’s senior 
officials and advisers believe 
his education reforms will 
stand or fall by the co¬ 
operation of teachers. Last 


night Mr Baker, giving the in¬ 
augural IBM education lec¬ 
ture. said Britain's teachers 
stood comparison with any in 
the developed world in profes¬ 
sionalism, dedication and 
imagination. 

“In virtually every part of 
the developed world, govern¬ 
ments are taking a new look at 
the quality of their education 
systems. They too are examin¬ 
ing how to secure for all their 
children a high-quality edu¬ 
cation which is broad, bal¬ 
anced and relevant to modem 
needs in a competitive 
world," he said. 

“When I talk about further 
action to improve teacher 
quality, my targets are ambi¬ 
tious. They are deliberately set 
high-1 am seeking to build up¬ 
on substantial achievement 

“I want a teaching pro¬ 
fession which is confident in 
its professionalism: which sees 
and responds to the challenge 
of every child; which is out¬ 
ward-looking and adaptable; 
and which, above alL revets in 
the excitement and pleasures 


of teaching and learning. We 
have teachers to be proud of: I 
want teachers to lake pride in 
what they do. 

“The rewards in watching 
your pupils grow and develop 
are direct and lasting. 

“1 believe that teaching will 
become even more interesting 
as a result of the implementa¬ 
tion of the Education Reform 
Act Teachers will still have 
central responsibility for what 
goes on in the classroom, and 
the introduction of school 
budgets involves them more 
in decisions about how the 
school is run.”

There has been 
an increase is re-advertise¬ 
ments but I was surprised at 
the extent to which local auth¬ 
orities are unable to fill head¬ 
ships without re-advertising.” 

About a fifth filled all 
primary posts without re-ad¬ 
vertising, while about half 
were able to fill all their secon¬ 
dary headships. Half reported 
that applications had decrea¬ 
sed over the past five years 
and a third said there had also 
been a drop in quality. 

The survey said in 1 987-88, 
about 6 per cent of primary, 7 
per cent of secondary and 9 
per cent of special school 
heads wanted lo retire early.

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BBC winning battle to keep night-time TV channels

Tbe BBC is winning the battle to 
prevent the Government from 
handing over one of its television 
channels to new commemal broad¬ 
casters during the night.

The BBC has argned that the

boors (lam-6am). 

Ending the BBC's right to broad¬ 
cast daring night hoars on BBCl or 
BBC2 would not only hamper plans 
to expand subscription services, bat 
would deprive viewers of important 
broad c astin g during the early hoars 
—such as coverage of the Olympics. 

The proposal to assign the night- 
boors of one of the BBC’s channels 
to the Independent Television Com¬ 
mission, which would then offer 
them for competitive tenders to new 
broadcasters, upset Mr Manaadnke 


Hussey, BBC chairman. 

However, after cardial lobbying, 
the Home Office now accepts pri¬ 
vately that there is no logic in the 
White paper proposaL

said. 

It is even said that the only reason 
the recommendation was included in 
foe Government's broad casting 
blueprint was because the BBC

Similarly, tbe suggestion that the 
BBC licence fee should eventually be 
scrapped is acknowledged to be a

Although the Home Office, and 
possibly foe Department of Trade 
and Industry, is happy to exclude the 
right-boars proposal from the forth- 
coffissg Broadcasting B3L it is for 
from certain that Mrs Thatcher and 
Mr Nigel Lawson, Chancellor of foe 
Exchequer, wfll agree.

CHINA IN TURMOIL 


Personal ambitions bared by Peking power struggle

The purpose of the 
visit, ontheeveof the Sino-Sovkt 
summit was probably to reassure 
the North Koreans that impro ving 
Chinese rotations with the Soviet 
Union would not be to die 
detriment ofNorth Korea. But the 
visit also gave Mr Li his 
opportunity. 

Within a (by of Mr Zhao’s 
departure, ibe Politburo met with¬ 
out him, heard a report from tbe 
Peking authorities about disrup¬ 
tion in tbe dty and agreed on a 
native characterization of tbe 
student protests. Until then, the 
leadership had remained neutraL 

Mr Li and President Yang then 
reported to Mr Deng about tbe 
Peking authorities* pessimistic 
assessment of social order in the 


capital and their assessment. The 
result was the April 26 editorial in 
the People's Daily which provoked 
further protests. 

From then until the great stu¬ 
dent anniversary of May 4, the 
protests escalated. Students at¬ 
tracted support from many 
intellectuals in the capital. 

On May 4 itself there was a 
huge student demonstration. The 
same day, Mr Zhao — just back 
from North Korea—addressed the 
Asian Development Bank meeting 
in Peking. He included in the 
speech some conciliatory words 
about the student protests. At the 
time, this was interpreted as an 
attempt to calm the nerves of 
foreign investors, but it could 
equally have been a disapproving 
response to the treatment of the 
s tude n ts by the Politburo during 
his absence: 

At this point, Mr Zhao, it is 
said, was on the vase of persuad¬ 
ing tbe students to abandon their 
protests and return to classes. The 


combination of the May 4 
demonstration, which had passed 
off peacefully despite overwhelm¬ 
ing the police, and Mr Zhao’s 
conciliatory address, had molli¬ 
fied student leaders sufficiently for 
them to beireve that compromises 
would be forthcoming. 

But a settlement of the student 
dispute did not suit Mr Li, who the 
following day summoned leadeis 
of the party organizations at 
Peking’s eight trig universities and 
told them that Mr Zhao's speech 
to ibe Asian Development Bank 
reflected his own personal opin¬ 
ion. He gave a similar briefing to 
Peking municipal officials. The 
education committee was told dwt 
the students could not be touched 
now, but could be later. 

As a resub of their briefings 
from Mr Li the authorities refused 
to talk to the students and in 
particular refused to deal with the 
newly founded unofficial student 
movement.

President 
Gorbachov's programme had to 
be changed because of the student 
demonstration in Tiananmen 
Square: While this was a disgrace 
for China, it offered hope to Mr Li 
by demonstrating for all the world 
to see the disruptive nature of tbe 
student protests.

Chaotic media finds ways to avoid censors

China was enjoying its first 
taste of freedom. Now, with 
tbe imposition of martial law, 
it is once more subject to 
government censorship.

Rumours run riot among capital’s protesters

Of all foe rumours that have swept 
Peking in the past week perhaps the 
most astonishing was that in a 
nefarious attempt to kill dem¬ 
onstrators, the Chinese Government 
had electrified the metal grates over 
foe city's subways. 

Students carefully walked around 
foe grates for a day or two, until they 
saw that others were walking over 
thm with impunity. 

Then die rumoured danger was that 
the Army planned to drop para¬ 
troopers into Tiananmen Square to 
deal with tbe students, and dem¬ 
onstrators carefully searched the sides 
for this new threat from above. 

Perhaps ft is inevitable that with the 
newspapers and television stations 
carefully avoiding tbe real events, 
people shoidd rely on rumours. In any 


case, some of the rumours are so 
nutovomable to the Government — but 
repeated with such absolute conviction 
— that foe authorities may be worse off 
with the rumour mill than with an 
independent press. 

“Did yon hear?” a businessman 
asked foe other day. “Deng Xiaoping 
is going to retire in foe United States. 
He’s got a lot of money there." 

One of Monday's rumours said that 
American bank accounts of Mr Deng's 
eldest son. Mr Deng Pufang, had been 
frozen by US banking officials. 

Some of foe rumoms begin ac¬ 
curately, but get better each time they 
are handed on. One rumour started 
out that Mr Deng, China’s senior 
leader, had declared that it was 
worthwhile to bring oat 150,000 
troops in the capital if that would 
bring China 20 years of stability. That 


may or may not have been true, but at 
least h was plausible. Unfortunately 
for Mr Deng, a somewhat embellished 
version was foe one that stock. It 
quoted him as saying that to achieve 
20 years of stability, it was worth 
killing 200,000 students. 

It is easy to see bow nnnours start in 
Peking. Throughout the capital, 
neighbourhood residents have taken 
charge of local intersections. The 
people stay up aO night, passing foe 
time by exchanging increasingly im¬ 
plausible rumours. Most of the corner- 
watchers are people who live nearby, 
but a few are sent by foe students' 
central organizing committee to m a k e 
sure that all intersections are covered. 

Tbe main strategy, if foe troops 
come, is to block their path with 
people and obstructions and speak to 
the soldiers and try to convince them 


not to attack four countrymen. The 
students' latest concern is that foe 
Government will use soldiers from 
remote areas because they speak 
different languages and may be unable 
to lmderstand the students' pleas. 

Tbe student organizing committee 
now sends members of minority 
nationalities to all the main roads 
where it expects troops may arrive. 

Another tactic has been adopted by 
the “kamikaze" group of workers who 
roam around the capital all night 
looking for invading army convoys to 
brim; to a halt. Many of the “kami¬ 
kazes" now carry knives, so that they 
can puncture track tyres, and they 
often travel with their wives or 
girlfriends. The idea is that foe woman 
will distract foe soldiers while the man 
slashes the tyres.

Secret

Mrs Liu Meibua. aged 26. a 5ft 
tall post-graduate student of 
public relations who wears a 
rope of sea pearls around her 
neck, is the leader of foe 
students' “suicide squad” in 
Tiananmen Square. 

She is one of only six 
women in foe squad of more 
than a thousand members. 
Their duty is to protect, until 
death, the student leaders — 
“Chairman Mao says that a 
single spark can start a prairie 
fire. The leaders are our spark, 
so if we lose this time we have 
to keep foe spark alive.” 

The suicide squad was 
formed on May 20 after the 
declaration of martial law. 
Mrs Liu has been its leader 
ever since. 

Mrs Liu's father is in the 
Army and her parents, who 
live in Peking, know she is 
involved in foe student move¬ 
ment and are upset she has not 
been home for so long. They 
do not know she is in foe 
suicide squad. Exhausted and 
emotional, she breaks down 
and sobs as she says she 
cannot bear to tell them. 

This, however, is the least of 
her problems — she is two 
months pregnant and becom¬ 
ing weaker every day. She has 
not eaten or slept property for 
five days and says that when 
she eats she just feels sick. 

Her hands are cold, her 
running shoes and padded 
navy corduroy coat soaked 
through with the day’s torren¬ 
tial rain. When someone of¬ 
fers her extra woollen cloth¬ 
ing, she suggests offering it to 
someone else. 

She has told no one about 
her pregnancy — a fellow stu¬ 
dent who overhears her speak 
about it is sworn to secrecy. 
Her personal crisis has been 
subsumed by foe crisis facing 
Peking. Students constantly 
ask for organizational advice. 
She responds quickly, always 
reaching out a hand to touch 
the student's shoulder or arm 
in reassurance. 


Shamir rejects British pressure to talk to PLO 


Mr Yitzhak Shamir, foe Prime 
Minister of Israel, struck a 
concitialory note yesterday on 
force key issues raised by 
Britain on his Government’s 
Middle East peace plan. But 
he : rejected Britain's most 
important suggestion, that he 
should drop his refusal to talk 
to foe Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

In his talks with Mrs 
Thatcher on Monday and with 
Sir Geoffrey Howe, foe For¬ 
eign Secretary, and Mr Wil¬ 
liam WaJdegrave. Minister of 
State, yesterday, the British 
called on his Government to 
accept the principle of an 
exchange of territory for 
peace. 

Mr Shamir made it dear at a 
press conference yesterday 
that such an arrangement has 


not been ruled out. although 
he and his Likud party are 
known to oppose it 

When asked for bis reaction 
to the British pressure, he said 
that at present it was a 
“theoretical formula" in that 
the question would not arise 
until the second stage of the 
plan. This envisages talks 
between Jerusalem and elect¬ 
ed Palestinians representing 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

But he said that when foe 
time came afl parties to the 
talks would be free to raise any 
proposal, and these would be 
sure to include ideas bated on 
land for peace. “1 cannot say 
now what will be the outcome 
fora permanent solution. I say 
only that any party will be 
entitled to raise anything.” 

Mr Shamir gave assurances

They say now their goal is not 
foe destruction of Israel but 


they still explain... that there 
is no change in the philosophy 
and foe aims of the PLO. 

“The PLO is not interested 
in any peace with us; what 
they want is to establish 
immediately a PLO state in 
foe area.. 

He said a Palestinian state 
would become “another Leba¬ 
non” in that it would attract 
large numbers of Arab refu¬ 
gees. “So this will become 
immediately a base for a bitter 
aggression directed against the 
state of Israel. There will be an 
accumulation of many sophis¬ 
ticated and dangerous arms, 
all of them directed against the 
state of Israel.” 

He predicted that the PLO 
would try to use foe Palestin¬ 
ian minority living in Israel 
(as opposed to the West Bank 


and Gaza) as a “fifth column”. 
Their role would be to seek 
their integration into foe new 
Palestinian state. 

Asked why these views 
should prevent him talking to 
the PLO he said: “For foe 
simple reason that by sitting 
down with the PLO we will 
recognize their right to be 
partners in negotiations about 
peace and we will legitimize 
their demands; and we don't 
want to give them this gift.” 

Mr Shamir expressed satis¬ 
faction with the attitudes of 
the British and US govern¬ 
ments. He said Mrs Thatcher 
had accepted the principles of 
the plan while underlining 
details. British sources said, 
however, that the Govern¬ 
ment had welcomed it but felt 
it did not go far enough.

The car had had a 
kefpyok (Arab headdress) displayed 
in the front, and Press signs in 
Arabic: But it had Israeli number 
plates, and that apparently was

la Hebron, holy to both Muslims 
and Jews, violence has readied fever 
pitch. “Any minute n&rr we are going 
op in flames,” said Mr Naom Anon, 
director of tile Hebron Institute of 
Judaism and the settlers’ 
spokesman. 

The settlers’ patience has snapped 
over what they see as foe Israeli

and knocked forward on to his gun, 
shooting himself in foe leg. 

I walked in tire beat up foe steep, 
dusty hill to Rabbi Laiter's home 
accompanied by a settler armed with 
a machine-gnu and a walkie-talkie. 
As an afterthought, he thrust a 
hunting knife into his belt. 

Rabbi Loiter speaks of the Jewish 
presence in Hebron in foe thirteenth 
century as if it were yesterday. But 
for an analogy whh current attempts 
to make the settlers leave the West 
Bank, be draws on more recent 
history: “They cannot make Hebron 
Judenrein. Tbe Arabs understand we 
wfl) not take their attacks 
down."

As congressional Republicans 
watched gleefully from ihe 
sidelines, ihe misconduct case 
against Mr Jim Wright, the 
House Speaker, yesterday 
went before a televised hear¬ 
ing that will prove critical for

Lawyers for Mr Wright, ihe 
most powerful man in Con¬ 
gress and the second-in-line to 
the presidency, argued before 
the ethics committee that it 
should drop the most serious 
allegations of financial impro¬ 
priety against him. Mr Wright 
faces 69 charges of breaking 
congressional rules governing 
gifts of money. 

No case of such gravity has 
been brought against a speaker 
before. Mr Wright’s tribula¬ 
tions, however technical are 
being seen by the public as a 
evidence that Capitol Hill 
long dominated by the Demo¬ 
crats, is as subject to corrup¬ 
tion as the executive branch 
which the Democrats have 
lately been hounding for its 
“sleaze". 

The Democrats have held 
the majority in Congress for 
the past 34 years, and they 
enjoy a security of tenure — 98 
percent are re-elected — that 
not even the Supreme Soviet 
can now match. 

For the House Democrats, 
the hearing marked a new 
phase in a political agony that 
has effectively paralysed the 
normal workings of Congress 
for much of this year. On top 
of the formal charges,.a deluge 
of other allegations have been 
heaped on Mr Wright follow¬ 
ing investigations by news¬ 
papers and by tax inspectors.

the Napoleonic maxim: ‘Nev¬ 
er interfere with the enemy 
while he's in the process of 
destroying himself.'" 

Mr Gingrich likes to com¬ 
pare die House Democrats to 
some of the most criminally 
corrupt and incompetent 
gangs in history.

Communists withdraw backing for Papandreou

Mr Andreas Papandreou, the Socialist Prime 
Minister of Greece, who is counting on 
Communist support to ding to power after the 
June 18 elections, even if his conservative 
opponents beat him, has had the rag palled 
from under his feet. 

A declaration by tbe Alliance, a grouping of 
communist, Euro-comraonist and dissident 
socialists, made it dear yesterday that there 
would be no co-operation with the Socialists 
under their present leadership after tbe 
elections. The Alliance is likely to hold tbe 
balance of power in the case of a hung 
Parliament 

A morbid confluence of financial scandals, 
ill-bealth and an unconventional life-style by 
Mr Papandreou in recent months, has heavily 
eroded the popularity of Pasok, his Socialist 
Party, which has been in power for the past 
eight years. 

There is now a growing demand for a 
thorough house-cleaning - the Greeks cal! it 
“catharsis*' — after the scandal and official 
corruption that poses a threat to the very 
fabric of Greek society. 

More than 150 Greek authors, scholars and 
artists, regarded as the cream of contemporary 


Greek intellect and culture, in a declaration 
deploring the degradation of social and moral 
values, condemned those responsible for the 
scandals because of the “humiliating inure¬ 
ment of the Greek people" to the “heavy 
atmosphere of scandal and rot". 

Mr Papandreou, in an attempt to died the 
blame for these developments, last week had 
Pasok’s Central Committee evict Mr 
Agamemnon Koutsoyiorgas from the party, 
bis onee-powerful second-in-command, who 
faces accusations of accepting a S2 mtUion 
(£13 million) bribe in die Bank of Crete 
scandaL Yet the “sacrifice of Agamemnon", as 
it has come to be known, was inadequate to 
placate the critics. 

Both tbe conservative New Democracy, the 
main opposition party that opinion potis tip as 
the winner of the next elections, and the 
Communist-led Alliance, are now committed 
to "catharsis". Mr Constantine Mitsotakk, 
the conservative leader, vowed in his campaign 
speeches that *tbe thieves will be jailed 
however high they may stand". 

However, the new voting system introduced 
by the Socialist majority test month, makes it 
exceedingly difficult for any party to master an 
absolute majority of 151 in the 300-seat new 


Parliament, with less than 46 per cent of the 
total vote. 

Mr Mitsotakis stated that If his party failed 
to win a working majority, be would call for 
new elections. A coalition between New 
Democracy and the Alliance seems to be ruled 
out by diametrically opposed platforms. 

Mr Papandreou hoped that, in case of a tie. 
even if Pasok ran second, it could still form a 
coalition government with tbe Alliance or with 
its vote of tolerance. He seemed confident that 
the Communists would not lose another 
chance to participate in government. The test 
time was 45 years ago in a government beaded 
by Air Papandreou’s father. It fell with the 
outbreak of the Civil War in 1944. 

The Prime Minister may even have drawn 
encouragement from a weekend statement by 
Mr Harilaos Florakis, tbe secretary-general 
of the Communist Party, that his party's 
attitude would be defined after tbe Jane 18 
election. This contrasted with pledges by other 
Alliance leaders that a coalition with Mr 
Papandreou. whom they hold responsible for 
the scandals, was oat of the question. 

The outcry that greeted Mr Florakis's 
statement prompted a meeting of the political 
committee of the Alliance and a “unanimous" 


pledge that tbe group would support a 
government committed to “catharsis" through 
impeccable judicial procedures. It said: “It is 
dear that in such government there is no room 
for those whose names became implicated in 
the scandals, whether because of penal 
reasons or of paramount political 
responsibility." 

If the Alliance adheres to this pledge, the 
choice for the Socialists, in the case of a hung 
Parliament would be either to oust Mr 
Papandreou and bis entoraage in order to form 
a coalition with the Communists, or lace new 
elections and a probable debacle.

With the interim report of the 
prosecutor’s investigation into 
the Recruit Cosmos scandal to 
be presented to the Diet 
tomorrow, it is dear that the 
political fell-out has been 
contained.

Messengers of danger 


If the judge who last week de¬ 
manded action to limit the danger 
of couriers roaring through the 
traffic on high-powered motor bikes 
was expecting howls of protest he 
must be a surprised man. The only 
reaction was an acquiescent silence. 

Indeed, Justice Leonard Gerber's 
appeal to the Ministry of Transport 
- after he had heard a case in which 
a despatch rider was convicted of 
causing death by reckless driving — 
echoed the opinions of many people 
within the industry. 

Drivers and pedestrians are fed 
up with wild young men wearing 
franAmas who ignore the rules of 
the road. And the more respectable 
courier firms are sick of the “cow¬ 
boy” image and have tried — and 
ftiiad — to discipline their own 
industry. . ... 

Now the 65 courier firms which 
tnaiw up the Despatch Association, 
together with the Ministry of Trans¬ 
port, are keen m revise their code of 

practice. The association has also 
worked with the Westminster and 
the City of London councils on their 
own code, but so far no firm has 
been expelled for breaking the rules. 
The problem is that the codes are 
voluntary, and the 80 courier firms 
which subscribe in London are the 
ones least likely to offend. 

There is no specific legislation to 
prevent learners working as des¬ 
patch riders, to limit the horns 
worked, or to make companies 
ensure that their riders adequately 
insured. And because police statis¬ 
tics do not register the occupations 
of people involved in accidents, 

there is no record of those involving 
couriers. . . , 

The Despatch Association s code 
urges members to ensure that bikes 
are safe and roadworthy, dean and 
in good condition; that riders 
should be competent, experienced 
and knowledgeable; and that they 
are adequately insured and of good

character, appearance, behaviour 
and attitude.

The code produced by the two 
councils demands that riders must 
have a full licence, must not work 
more than 50 hours a week or 10 
hours a day, that they should be 
clearly identified, and that the 
companies should ensure that their 
riders’ documentation is in order. 

like fax and copy shops, the 
courier industry was apparently 
born overnight. In London alone, 
there are 150 well-established firms. 
Taking into account the smaller 
firms, some of which operate from 
lock-up garages, the figure runs into 
several hundreds. 

Manchester has three major com¬ 
panies with more than 20 bikes 
each. Two or three smaller firms 
form a second division, and there 
are then many more operators with 
three or four bikes. In lire Midlands 

there are about 15 well-known firms 

and at least 40 smaller ones. One 


estimate reckons there must be 
60,000 despatch riders in the coun¬ 
try, although the figure might well 
be a lot lower than that. 

Riders vary from highly-skilled 
professionals to youngsters on 
mopeds which still cany Lrplates. 
In Liverpool, where riders can earn 
£300 a week, there are queues for 
the jobs. But in the London area — 
where there is double the potential 
for earnings - firms offer mduce- 
ments such as free holidays in Spain 
to lure experienced riders from 
other firms. The riders are almost 
always self-employed and are paid 
between 50 and 60 per cent of the 
charge to the client Some cntics 

believe that this method of payment 

puts the riders under pressure to 
work at high speed. 

Most of the problems in the 
industry have arisen because it has 
expanded at such astonishing speed. 
David Bennett, director of Eagle 
Couriers in Edinburgh and Glas¬ 
gow, says: “It is all happening at a 
fantastic rate. The demand for good 


riders has o u t s t rip ped the supply, so 
some firms take ‘cowboys’. Many 
of them do not pay lax or National 
Insurance and die Inland Revenue 
must be losing a fortune.”

Pony Express, which is owned by 
Securicor, has 16 branches and

Some firms still hope they can 
regulate their own industry.

“There are cowboys, but most of 
the riders are total professionals, 
men with university degrees, men 
with children and mortgages.” . He 
would like to see courier bikes 
allowed to use bus lanes — as are 
taxis and bicycles - and provided 
with proper parking facilities for 
making deliveries. 

Adam Dally, aged 28, who started 
a courier business with his brother, 
John, six years ago and won an 
enterprise award, has 15 branches 
throughout the country. Recently he 
opened another in New York. 
Chicago and Los Angdes are next 
on his list and a year from now he 
will open a branch in Sydney. He 
does not subscribe to the codes but 
says that legislation is inevitable.

: of Kowloon Jackie Pullinger is a 
saviour. Libby Pnrves discovers why 


A boardroom in' Bedford 
Square is quite the wrong, 
backdrop for Jackie Pul- 
Unger. Ic makes her look 
like any other youthfully- 
fortyish working woman, complete 
with nervous friendliness and a 
slightly dated taste in make-up. 
Nice, but insignificant 
See her in her own setting and the 
picture would changes in the old 
Walled City of Kowloon, one of the 
worst slums in the world, Pullinger 
is a heroine and a saviour. In 
collapsing rooms where heroin ad¬ 
dicts lie skeletal on camp-beds, in 
sti nking alleys full of child pros¬ 
titutes, ber neat blonde presence is 
so respected that Triad leaders step 
aside for her and pimps saluteher. lt 
is mildly disconcerting to find her 
packaged down to the status of the 
mere author of a lavishly photo¬ 
graphed book on the last days of the 
Walled City. 

She speaks in a strange accent — 
in which Chinese, American and 
Australian twangs overlay solid 
Home Counties English — and iiw» 
many Evangelical Christians, she 
drops God and the Bible into her 
conversation with disconcerting 
casualness. I can well believe her 
account of the consternation she has 
caused in the past at committees 
and drag-addiction conferences. 
“They talk about patients car P45 
numbers. I tend to say simple things 
like. This wum is our neighbour 1 ,-* 
There is a certain wild incongru¬ 
ity in her entourage, too. She has 
brought from Hong Kong Leung 
Wai-Leun, Onjai and Ah-Tam, 
Char Kim and Po Keung. They are 
all former heroin addicts out of 
Triad street gangs, needle-scarred 
and bred from birth to vice. She 
■ cured their addiction in explosive, 
well-attested sessions involving 
prayer and speaking in tongues, and 
their cr iminal behaViOiffby Bible" 
study. The'tour is .only a 1 short, 
strange interlude. Next week they 
will all go home together to the 
chaos ofKowioom There is mudx to 
do: the gangsters, addicts and 
destitutes of the Walled City have to 
be prepared not only (as she would 


put it) for foe Kingdom of Heaven, 
but in the shorter term fw the major 
upheavals of 1997, when foe whole 
lot is handed back to Chinese rule. 

The Walled City is a quirk of 
history. Founded as a Chinese 
garrison in 1843 when foe British 
took over Rang Kong, it developed 
into a prosperous little town. In 
1899 Chinese jurisdiction en de d 
and foe dty became “part and 
parcel of HerMajesty’s Colony of 
Hong Kong". It sank into disrepair 
and became so insanitary that in foe 
1930s the British began to knock it 
down. But after the Second World 
War, Chinese squatters and refugees 
reclaimed it and China backed them 
up, and effectively this 6.5 acre 
patch in foe centre of prosperous 
Hong Kong became a no-go area. 
Left to its own devices, un visited 
even by police until foe Sixties, it 
was left to foe Triad gangs, to 
extortionate landlords and petty 
criminals, drug deafens and pros¬ 
titutes. They called it Hak Nam: the 
city of darkness. 

“It is foe 1997 agreement," 
Pullinger says, “which has made it 
possible for foe Hong Kong authori¬ 
ties to demolish foe place at last 
Before that its political status was so 
dubious that nobody wanted to rock 
the boat. The people are being 
decently resettled and compensated 
according to what they own or what 
rent they pay. Even if you sleep in 
the street you pay rent." 

What this well-bred, slightly shy, 
young English girt came to be doing 
in Kowloon CXty in foe first place is 
another oddity. She was studying 
the oboe at the Royal Academy of 
Music in the Sixties, and fefl in with 
the college Christian Union. She 
then turned to more radical young 
Christians and had a deep conver¬ 
sion; rejected by mission societies as 
Jpo . young at 21, she set Off round 
foe world praying for a job to da In 
1966 she came to Hong Kong and 
walked naivety alone into the 
Walled City. The Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion in China had sent a new flood 
of refugees in:, the sight foe saw was 
appalling and irresistible. 

“It upset me to see 12-year-old

and 61-year-old prostitutes, and to 
notice the needle marks on their 
hands from foe heroin injections 
which made the job bearable. I 
hated what was happening here, but 
I wanted to be nowhere else. It was 
almost as if I could already see 
another city in its place and that dty 
was ablaze with light It was my 
dream. There was no more crying, 
no more death or pain.” 

She bad, foe admits, not much 
idea of how to bring this about; bat 
remembered a book about an 
American pastor who approached a 
mobster and said “Jesus loves you", 
and it worked. “When I tried it on 
my first gangster, I am afraid he just 
seemed bored. He told me to run 
along and find someone else." 

S he began handing out tracts 
in a street where a hundred 
men or more lay sprawled 
“chasing the dragon" — 
inhaling heroin through a 
tube held over heated tinfoil. Alas, 
“they just rolled up my papers and 
used them to inhale through”. 

Frustrated, she got a teaching job 
outride the Walled City, and spent 
her money and spare time running a 
youth club inside, to befriend young 
Triads. “U was for the dregs, for 
those unwelcome elsewhere.” The 
dub was packed nightly, hot the 
members still thought she was 
“cracked about Jesus" and went 


home to continue killijig and living 
off prostitutes. She persevered; the 
evangelism began to work and 
strange things to happen. Strangest 
of all was ber discovery that she 
could “cure” addicts without the 
pains of witbdrawaL 

Pullinger knows well that this is 
foe hardest pan of her ministry to 
explain, but it is well-documented 
by sceptical experts. “These are 
people who’ve suffered withdrawal 
before, in prison. We say to them, if 
you pray with us, you’ll be free and 
without pain. We look after them. 
We give them cups of tea and 
noodles and massages and baths 
and love. Doctors sometimes say, 
‘Ah yes, you are causing them to 
release endorphins’. But 1 suppose it 
is 50/50 the power of God and the 
power of the love we give them. ** 

Pullinger operated alone for some 
years; now with a growing band of 
helpers she organizes homes and 
occupations for the prostitutes and 
gangsters she has reformed, has a 
good relationship with the Hong 
Kong government, and has ex¬ 
panded Iter network into other parts 
of Asia and the world (including 
“Australia, Germany and Britain”). 

The modus operondi on foe 
streets is deliberately contrary. “I 
don't understand why most people 
try to organize the bricks and 
mortar and staff first, before the 


relationships. We begin with foe 
love." And money? “We pray for it. 
We don't fund raise." Coming 
home, she is gently sceptical of our 
current obsession with huge institu¬ 
tional charities, telethons and the 
like. She does not like the Western 
reflex which enables us to switch off 
curiosity and compassion while 
walking past a blank-eyed figure 
lying wrapped in cardboard in the 
underpass. 

“I pray for people that they may 
not be able to sleep at night because 
of the man in foe cardboard box. 
The awfolness comes when you 
think you don't need to consider 
him, because someone else is, or 
because society should be.” 

Some would say Pullinger has 
sacrificed everything, youth and 
marriage and normality, to her 
dark, terrible city and her vision of 
foe other one “ablaze with light". 
“That’s dumb. I have more fun than 
most people. People are always 
telling me to take it easy or I’ll burn 
out, bat a couple of years later It 
always turns out that they’ve 
burned out themselves, and I 
haven’t The Bible doesn't say 
anything about looking after your¬ 
self^ does it?"

When liability 
comes home 

Should the possiblity that your guests 

might sue take the fun out of parties? 


The dozen or so small boys 
coming to my son's party next 
month have (I think) got past 
pulling teapots off tables and 
aD over themselves.

as a baby in an accident like 
UliSfllBvctKeaiswpaiogthe 

other things a gang of excited 
five-year-olds might do.

each other by using cricket 
stumps as spears. And if it 
could be proved that I had been 
negligent I coaid be liable for 
damages. This is foe stuff of 
nightmares, but it gets worse. 

Adults can only claim com¬ 
pensation for an accident 
within the past three years. 
But a child can 
bring an action 
at any time up 
to foe age of 18, 
and for up to 
three yean fol¬ 
lowing. So it is 
possible to face 
a relating 
to an accident 
that occurred 
years earlier. 

As Alan Da¬ 
vies of the Law 
Society points 
out, there may 
be a number of 
reasons for the delay. Apart 
from the feet that the extent of 
foe injuries or disabilities may 
mdy become apparent over a 
number of years, foe circum¬ 
stances of the person alleged 
to be liable might change. 

“There is no point taking 
proceedings against someone 
who has no money to satisfy 
any judgment," he says. “But 
even if a person had no money 
at foe time of the accident, 
they may in the future.” 

Two years ago the Accident 
Legal Advice Service (ALAS) 
was relaunched. It offers a free 
interview with a solicitor to 
advise on whether you have 
grounds for a rfalm after an 
accident — including one in 
someone efee’s home. 

Davies adds: "People are 
becoming far better educated 
and realize that they often 
have* right to claim compens¬ 
ation. Partly I think it is the 
result of foe publicity on all 
the major disasters. I don't 
think it is greed, it is just that 
people are aware that we are 
not just talking about loss of 
earnings, but about things like 
pain and suffering and the 



quality of life, of things you 
might never be able to do." 

Of course, how high the 

damages should be only arises 

if you are found liable. Could 
you be sited if you threw a 
fortieth birthday party and 

someone drank so much that 
he fell down the patio steps, 

breaking bis teg. or worse, his 

toadt? —It’s a. question of n*- 

ponsibility” Davies says. “If 
someone is playing foe fool, 
walking along the parapet of a 
balcony, and then fells off you 
can't be held to be negligent. 
But if yon have been spiking 
their drinks, or if they were 
under age and you bad been 
encouraging than to drink, it 
might be different.” 

And h is not just parties. 
Suppose your kindly next 
door neighbour pops in to put 
up a shelf for 
you and the lad¬ 
der you have 
offered him 
breaks? Or you 
fend a friend 
your bflee, the 
brakes fail and 
there is a nasty 
accident? The 
possibilities are 
enough to torn 
anyone into a 
recluse. 

However, ac¬ 
cording to the 
Association of 
British Insurers, around 74 
per cent of households in the 
UK are covered by a contents 
policy and in the majority of 
cases this will also include a 
personal liability danse which 
provides cover against claims 
as a result of someone else 
having an accident in your 
home. 

The Prudential Home Com¬ 
bined policy gives legal liabil¬ 
ity cover for up to £1 million, 
plus legal fees. Other com¬ 
panies set a limit of £500,000. 

At present, says Chris 
Vecdti of the Pro, they are 
handling about a dozen per¬ 
sonal liability riaims a year. 
“We are involved in a couple 
of cases which could end up in 
possible payments of £50,000 
plus. The numbers are still 
relatively snail, bat the 
amounts are relatively high. 

“The important thing is to 
check that you have this kind 
of cover. There is no point in 
taking out any extra insurance 
for things like parties if you 
do. After all, if you’re neg¬ 
ligent you're negligent."

Freud’s classic work oa jokes 
may be notoriously short on 
laughs, but Stacey Marking's 
biographical film A Beginner's 
Guide to Freud (Channel 4) 
amply compensated: indeed it 
was so consistent); fanny that 
any question as to its tn- 
tentionality seemed irrelevant. 

Freud had a lifelong ob¬ 
session with trains, he in¬ 
structed patients to pretend 
they were on a train, be left 
Vienna on a train; and so it 
most have seemed a particu¬ 
larly smart idea to base this 
portrait on his final train 
journey. However, this did not 
overcome the formal diffi¬ 
culties of telling a genius’s life 
story and simultaneously elu¬ 
cidating his theories. 

Rather than trying to bal¬ 
ance both, the film settled for a 
cunning compromise: neither. 
A lumbering old-fashioned 
television portrait, inter-cut 
with hilarious vignettes of his 
work, it was a perfect 
demonstration that the mys¬ 
teries of the psyche do not 
apply to television directors; 
their sabsconsdous is already 
programmed to the least 
mysterious of conjunctions. 

Say “Paris” to a director 
and they reach instinctively 
for the jerky black-and-white 
footage of boulevards, say 
“Nazi” and they spring to 
dips of Hitler. Every tele¬ 
visual equivalent of the mixed 
metaphor was exploited. As an 
exercise in film editing, that 
most Freudian of associative 
practices, h was both obvious 
and predictable. 

Freud could have analysed 
why we find men in Frock-coats 
and outsize beards matt e ri n g 
“£azinatink"so funny, but that 
makes them no less laughable. 
David KossofFs prepos¬ 
terously fruit; voice-over 
sounded like a Secessionist 
version of Mr Kipling's 
Exceedingly Good Cake. 

The result was a regression 
in technique, intention «nd 
sophistication from Huston's 
1962 film, in which Kossoff 
also featured. It wns like a 
Comic Strip parody of a Paul 
Muni biopic, complete with 
characters filling each other in 
using the time-honoured Blue 
Peter question technique: 
“Now, am 1 right in thinking 
you've got a very interesting 
sedu Sion-Theory 7” 

The question remains 
whether anybody conk] realty 
be sufficiently ignorant of 
Freud's life and ideas to be 
enlightened by this simplistic 
portrait, more suited to an 
afternoon schools slot than 
prime-tune Channel 4. This 
was a badly wasted 
opportunity.

The buildings for which President Mitterrand would like to be reme mbered are all but complet e . Peyan Sudjic assesses thei n 
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P aris's new opera house, 
built at breakneck speed 
in just four years, will 
open its doors on July 14, 
with an evening oftevolu- 
! tionary abandon celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the storming 
of the Bastille. It is an opening 
ceremony that will be somewhat 
symbolic, immediately afterwards 
the opera will dose again for at 
least six months, while builders 
and technicians struggle to make its 
stage machinery work. 

But symbolism counts for more 
than substance in France this year. 
President Mitterrand gave his word 
that the 2,700-seat opera house 
would open on July 14, and so it 
must, even if it is for one day only. 
Its story, like that of many of the 
series of large budding projects that 
Mitterrand has initiated during his 
presidency, is dramatic and excit¬ 
ing at first sight and turns out on 
closer inspection to be sadly 
flawed. Building delays are the 
least of the new Opera’s worries. 
Since the sacking of Daniel 
Barenboim as its artistic director, 
nobody knows quite what the £240 

millio n b uilding is tO be used for. 

It wasn't always tike this. Five 
years ago, as the first of the 
president's positively Napoleonic 
grands projets started to appear, 
Paris looked to be the very model 
of a dynamic capital. While Britain 
argued and dithered endlessly 
about the extension to the National 
Gallery, and the remodelling of the 
Covent Garden Opera became 
hopelessly bogged down, Mitter¬ 
rand waved his presidential wand 
and set in train a £2.5 billion 
building programme for Paris. 

It includes a science museum at 
the old La Villette abattoir, the 
surrealistic idea of turning the Quai 
d’Orsay railway station into a 
museum of 19th-century art, and of 
course Mitterrand's famous pyra¬ 
mid in the midst of the Louvre, 
And, among much else besides, an 
extraordinary hi-tech version of 
the Arc de Triomphe, a 35-storey 
hollow cube at La Defense, Paris's 
answer to Croydon. But the reality 
is hardly the glittering prospect 
Mitterrand envisaged. The Opera, 
intended to bring opera to the 
people, leaving Gander's Victorian 
prodigy to the ballet, is in disarray. 
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Media centre mnaqae: the arch at La Defense, a hi-tech version of the Arc de Triomphe, located in an area of Paris dominated by office-blocks 
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ami seat prices are unlikely to 
reflea the populist ambitions. 

The French went to endless 
trouble staging an international 
architectural competition that at¬ 
tracted hundreds of entries, to 
come up with a design they hoped 
was going to be as popular and 
influential as the Beaubourg was in 
the 1970s. It is nothing of the kind. 
The story in Paris is that the 
competition judges were under the 
impression that the anonymous 
winning scheme they selected had 
been submitted by Richard Meier, 
the respected American architect of 
the Getty’s new building, and a 


string of museums. As the judges 
saw it, what the supposed Meier 
.was proposing wasn’t quite up to 
his usual standard, but they were 
confident that once he had got the 
job he would soon knock it into 
shape. In feet they got not Meier 
but the unknown Carlos Ott, and 
what had started out as a pastiche 
Meier building turned into a sores 
of cardboard dichta. 

A quite extraordinary amount of 
accommodation is crammed into 
the tight corset of the site, the huge 
but spatially leaky circus of the 
Place de la Bastille. The opera 
stands on what was once a railway 


station, surrounded uncomfortably 
by small Victorian buildings, like a 
beached whale. 

The French have only them¬ 
selves to blame. Tire brief for the 
opera was so tightly defined that all 
that was left to the architect was to 
provide a skin for the Rubik's cube 
of the interior. There are no fewer 
than six moving stages, capable of 
shuffling folly dressed bade, for¬ 
ward, np and down. Less forgivable 
are the banal interiors, which bear 
an uncomfortable resemblance to 
the Festival Hall, ami the pinched 
attempts at grand staircases. 

The most monumental of all 


taken, since the 1960s, to dumping 
its lush-rise offices. Here is a 
building 35 storeys high, in the 
form of an open cube, chamfered 
front and back, malting it look a 
little like a giant picture frame. The 
sides look blank and solid, though 
they are actually full of windows. 
And rising the full height of the 
structure is the most frightening lift 
in the world. It will shoot up and 
down tike a glass bullet, guided 
'only by the flimsiest of steel stmts 
lashed together like bamboos, and 
stabilized by steel guy ropes. 


This was to be an international 
media centre, when Mitterrand 
launched the competition for its 
design in 1984. It has turned out 
mostly as just offices. At £270 
million, not even Mitterrand could 
buiM it for entirely symbolic 
reasons. 

B at it is symbolism that is 
the key to understanding 
this extraordinary struc¬ 
ture. It doses the axis that 
runs dead straight for 
mite after mile all the way from the 
heart of the Louvre, through the 
Tuileries, up tire Champs-Hysees 
to the Arc de Triomphe, and on to 
La Defense. Stand in the courtyard 
of the Louvre, with LM. Fefs new 
glass pyramid behind you, and on a 
clear day you can glimpse the Arc 
de Triomphe, with the misty 
smudge of the new arch for beyond. 

It is a gesture that would be 
authoritarian in a tacky, Dubai 
Hiltonish way, were it not for the 
fretwork steel tracery - designed 
by the British engineer Peter Rice 
Ft his most wilful — hanging under 
the arm. The arch itself was 
designed by the previously un¬ 
known Danish archilea Otto von 
Spreckdsen, who did not live to see 
it completed. 

His sketches were vague, bliss¬ 
fully free of detail or frets, full of 
poetry rather than engineering. His 
vision was taken over and reshaped 
by Paul Andreu, best known for 
Paris’s Charles de Gaulle Airport, 
with its windowless concrete bee¬ 
hive of a terminal and transparent, 
science-fiction escalator tubes. 

Flawed they may be, but London 
has nothing to match these Paris 
projects, depute the building boom 
in the Docklands. It is inconceiv¬ 
able that in an aesthetic climate in 
which the views of the Prince of 
Wales have pre-eminence 

and the idea of public subsidy for 
housing the arts is out of favour, we 
could have a programme anything 
tike as ambitious as that of the 
French. The attitudes represented 
by Mitterrand are the opposite of 
those of the Prince. The Prince 
does his best to stop things; 
Mitterrand has rediscovered the 
ancient and egotistical pleasures of 
building. Both approaches have 
their strong points but are not 
without their drawbacks. 


Front-runners and first-timers 


In Cannes there is no advance 
leak of the prizes. Because of a 
bargain with television, the 
jury and its secrets are cor¬ 
doned by police and guard 
dogs until the announcements 
are made on stage, before the 
cameras. This year the jury 
kepi us guessing to the end. 

So much depends on the 
human chemistry of the jury 
itself, and this was impossible 
to analyse, with the austerely 
intellectual film-maker Wim 
Wenders as president of a 
group ranging from the emo¬ 
tional Sally Field to Peter 
Handke (Wenders’s chilliest 
scenarist); from Hector Bab- 
enco, director of Kiss of the 
Spider Woman, to the com¬ 
poser Georges Detente, from 
veteran French and Italian 
producers to a Canadian film 
student and the most caustic 
of the new Polish film-makers, 
Krzysztof Kieslowski 

They were, moreover, freed 
with an unprecedented hetero¬ 
geneous amount of films. On 



the final day the shortest odds 
among those who make books 
on this kind of thing, were on 
three films: Denys ArcancTs 
comic parable Jesus of Mon¬ 
treal, Spike Lee’s ferocious 
allegory about race conflicts, 
Do the Right Thing, and Emir 
Kusturica’s visionary but un¬ 
varnished panorama of Ro¬ 
many life, Hme of the Gipsies. 

A late favourite, however, 
was Giuseppe Tornatore’s 
Noovo Cinema Faradiso, a 
second Italian film to revisit 
the cinemas past through the 
story of a small-town movie 
house. Ettore Scola’s Splendor 
appeals most strongly to older 
cinephiles who share the 
director’s own long memories 


of post-war cinema. Torna¬ 
tore’s film, considerably cut 
from its original three hours, 
piles on story and sentiment 
in a three-part tale of the life 
and times of a movie enthu¬ 
siast, from boyhood to a 
career as a film-maker. 

Many of the best things la 
Cannes appear outside the 
competition, in side events. 
The Directors’ Fortnight pre¬ 
sented a beautiful film from 
Burkina Faso, Yaaba (Grand¬ 
mother) directed by Idrissa 
Ouedraogo. A simple story 
about a boy who befriends an 
aged outcast lady, it brings to 
vivid life the daily existence of 
a little African village; with its 
characters, its gossips and its 
local drank. 

From Algeria came an 
astonishing first film. Sand 
Roses. The young director, 
Mohamed Rachid Benhadj, 
succeeds in telling a fictional¬ 
ized story of a young peasant 
with no arms and a crippled 
leg, without any trace of

I A delayed flight, no lunch, a 
hasty rehearsal minutes before 
the audience entered the hall: 
lesser musicians might have 
become dispirited or rebelli¬ 
ous, but the Royal Concert- 
gebouw Orchestra of Amster¬ 
dam (“Royal” since its cen¬ 
tenary last November) simply 
seems incapabte of felling into 
musical sin. 

This performance of Sibel¬ 
ius's Second Symphony was a 
master class in the orchestral 
crafts. Sibelius’s textures, full 
of overlaid themes and com¬ 
plex cross-rhythms, were so 
dearly and sympathetically 
defineated that many listeners 
must have felt as if they were 
looking for the first time at a 
detailed map of a long-famil¬ 
iar landscape. 

The strings and woodwind 
shimmered virtuosically 
through the scherzo like a 
prolonged rustle of silk; the 
brass chorus spat and crackled 
their craggy outbursts towards 
a compelling impact; and the 
world’s most cultured horn 
section brought a wealth of 
nuance to those urgent, rising 
motifs by which Sibelius

seems to summon his diverse 
ideas towards apotheosis. 

When that apotheosis came 
the Omcertgdbouw demon¬ 
strated that, though there are 
louder orchestras around, 
there is none with so noble a 
forte, a rich, perfectly inte¬ 
grated sound without an 


ounce of harshness or ostenta¬ 
tious glare. 

In one sense, such an or¬ 
chestra makes a conductor’s 
task more difficult expecta¬ 
tions are very high. But Mariss 
Jansons offered a thoroughly 
prepared interpretation of 
mudi subtlety, frill of sudden 
drifts in emphasis, and highly 
audacious in tempo chang es 
It and, If at afl, only fay 
seeming to civilize some 
places which Sibelius possibly 
imagined as rough-hewn. 

The immaenfatte platform 
rapport had not been so 
securely established earlier, in 
Brahms's Hist Piano Con¬ 
certo, where the soloist, Ste¬ 
phen Bishop-Kovacevich, 
made his own bold changes of 
pace which occasionally 
caught Jansons by surprise. 
Nevertheless, the pianist's 
chunky, deliberately effortful 
style aptly accentuated this 
concerto's sense of epic strug¬ 
gle, to which the Concertge- 
bouw’s beautifully whispered 
playing in the slow movement 
provided the perfect foil.

Some tune during the lengthy 
first part (90 minutes) of this 
tan comedy, by Wycheriey, 
fed up with the constant 
railery and the plot's inability 
togeta move on, I scrawled on 
my programme “charmless 
play”; and at the start of the 
second (75 minutes) part, 
when Ron Daniels, the direc¬ 
tor, advanced on the stage 
directions by arranging for 
Geraldine Alexander’s male 
disguise to be ripped off and 
reveal her breasts, I amended 
my comment to “odious”. 
This was no criticism of 
Geraldine Alexander's bosom, 
nor of Joanne Pearce's, on 
view a few moments earlier, 
but of exasperation with a 
sour comedy’s dilatory plot¬ 
ting and general poor returns 
for time invested. 

The play contrasts the gruff 
plain dealing character of 
Manly (David Calder), newly 
back from sea, with a variety 
of affected Londoners - two 
fops, played by Tom Fahy and 
Mark Hadfield as giggling 
parrots with horrid mouths; 
the worthless Olivia (Pearce), 
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whom Manly inexplicably 
trusted; sundry other dis¬ 
semblers, including a litigious 
widow, trained in the law, who 
brings in a lumbering subplot 
of legal deception to give 
variety to the erotic and moral 
cheating displayed elsewhere. 

The stage extends to the 
masonry of the far wall, 
painted patchy grey; the inten¬ 
tion being, I dare say, to 
suggest that this win be a 
production that gives you the 
truth behind the fine words 
and fancies. Hence the general 
grub, the ripped jerkin, the 
uncut dialogue that exposes 
the emptiness of affectation 
over and over again. 

The blunt and dogged man¬ 
ner Calder establishes for 
Manly looks too unvaried to 
be capable of change, but it 
cleverly prepares for his

The amusing reversals of 
the last 30 minutes make one 
suspect that, well trimmed, 
this could be a racy play, 
perceived as razor sharp in its 
identification of the mores of 
1676.1 wish that trad been the 
play we were given.

Wary Bush waits for 
Moscow to deliver 


Fred Barnes assesses a policy 
based on sustained pressure for 
reform rather than a readiness 
to swallow the spirit of glasnost

Don’t write off 
retribution 



Washington 

P resident Bush's job is 
different from that of 
any other American 
leader since the Second 
World War. Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson, 
Nixon, Ford, Carter, even 
Reagan - their task was to fight 
Soviet expansion and to dis¬ 
credit communism as an eco¬ 
nomic and political model. Now 
the tide has turned and those 
battles are being won. Bush's job 
is to secure the victory. 

Bush knows this. His admin¬ 
istration has completed all but 
one (on strategic nuclear weap¬ 
ons) of its reviews of every 
aspect of American foreign pol¬ 
icy. And there was one overarch¬ 
ing conclusion since the United 
States and the West are winning, 
don’t screw things up. This has 
bred extremely cautious policies, 
which are exactly the kind Bush 
is most comfortable with. He 
buys the old American adage, “If 
it ain't broke, don't fix it." 

The Bush approach, to the 
Soviet Union at least, has at¬ 
tracted the label “status quo 
plus". In fact, it is “status quo 
minus". Bush wants to maintain 
economic and military pressure 
because he believes, correctly, 
that they are promoting change 
in the Soviet Union. 

That is what his predecessor, 
Ronald Reagan, believed too. 
But Reagan, in five summits 
with Mikhail Gorbachov, devel¬ 
oped a romantic view of the 
Russians as potential friends and 
secret Christians. Bush does not 
share this. 

So there is far less chance of 
bold initiatives, particularly 
sweeping concessions, towards 
the Soviet Union under Bush 
than there would have been if 
Reagan had served another 
term. Rather. Bush and his 
advisers are fearful of declaring 
victory too soon. They want to 
avoid, a senior Bush aide says, 
“doing things that are counter¬ 
productive, that relieve the pres¬ 
sure for reform [in the Soviet 
Union] or provide a reason not 
to go ahead with reform.” 

Before his May 12 speech on 
relations with Moscow. Bush 
considered about 20 policy shifts. 
In the speech, he included only 
two. And these - the old proposal 
for “open skies" and an end to 
trade restrictions if Moscow 
allowed more Jews to emigrate — 
are hardly far-reaching. 

Soviet leaders expected more, 
but Bush insisted they will get 
more only when they give more. 
Reagan always said his attitude 
was “trust but verify”. Bush’s is 
“distrust or verify". In the most 
significant passage of his speech. 
Bush said; “A new relationship 
cannot simply be declared by 
Moscow, or bestowed by others. 
It must be earned. It must be 
earned because promises are 
never enough." 


Bush's speech, including the 
phrase “beyond containment", 
was written by Robert Blackwill, 
the European expert on Bush's 
National Security Council staff. 
But it reflected the thinking of 
Robert Gates, the Deputy Nat¬ 
ional Security Adviser and for¬ 
mer second-in-command at the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Gates, a scholar of Soviet 
affairs, is the administration’s 
chief hardliner. Perhaps the 
most revealing statement of 
Bush’s presidency so far was an 
April I speech by Gates in which 
he emphasized the endurance of 
the communist system over any 
changes instituted by 
Gorbachov. 

“What we seek is a Soviet 
Union that is pluralistic in¬ 
ternally, non-interventionist ex¬ 
ternally. observes basic buman 
rights, contributes to inter¬ 
national stability and tranquil¬ 
ity. and a Soviet Union where 
these changes are more than an 
edict from the top and are 
independent of the views, power 
and durability of a single in¬ 
dividual," Gates said. “We can 
hope for such change but all of 
Russian and Soviet history tells 
us to be sceptical and cautious." 

Bush is both. He has reacted 
sourly to some of Gorbachov's 
concessions. His Secretary of 
State, James Baker, dubbed the 
withdrawal of 500 missiles from 
Europe “a PR gimmick". When 
Gorbachov said he would stop 
military shipments to Nica¬ 
ragua, Bush’s response was that 
he would believe it when he saw 
iL Intelligence reports to the 
White House say the aid con¬ 
tinues. 










T he White House cal¬ 
culation is that Bush 
can get away with this 
because events are 
moving his way. His¬ 
tory. for once, is on America's 
side. As a result, public diplo¬ 
macy doesn’t matter much. 
(Still. Bush is furious with the 
Press for playing up 
Gorbachov's gambits.) What is 
important is to keep the winning 
formufa intact. This, in turn, 
affects Washington’s policy to¬ 
wards Europe. China, Central 
America etc. 

As recently as his speech in 
Boston on Sunday. Bush de¬ 
clared the unity of the Atlantic 
alliance to be a paramount 
concern. Yet in the policy re¬ 
view. West German concerns 
about battlefield nuclear weap¬ 
ons were not taken seriously. 
Even now, with the issue threat¬ 
ening to disrupt next week’s 


Nato summit Bush and his 
advisers are firmly opposed to 
eliminating tactical nuclear 
weapons or beginning negotia¬ 
tions soon. 

Baker and the Defence Sec¬ 
retary, Richard Cheney, who 
disagree on such issues as the 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(Cheney wants to move more 
rapidly on this than Baker does), 
agree that some nuclear weapons 
should stay in Germany, even if 
the Russians reduce their con¬ 
ventional forces. Having short- 
range nuclear weapons there is 
part of the pressure on Moscow. 

Brent Scowcroft, the National 
Security Adviser, supports this, 
as does Blackwill. The only soft- 
liner is Robert Zoellick, the 
Under Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs, who says US 
policy should take into account 
the emergence of a new, less anti- 
Soviet generation of leaders in 
Germany. 

In the policy review on China, 
Bush officials did not foresee a

revolt by students or anyone 
else. And Bush has mixed feel¬ 
ings about iL He regards China 
not so much as a communist 
country but as an ally against the 
Soviet bloc. China is part of the 
pressure on the Russians. 

Bush has a special affinity with 
Deng Xiaoping, who is su¬ 
premely anti-Soviet. After Em¬ 
peror Hirohito's funeral in 
February Bush visited China to 
meet Deng. While Bush wants 
democracy in China, he does not 
relish the toppling of Deng to 
achieve iL Thus his extra¬ 
ordinarily muted response to the 
student uprising. “I don't want 
to be gratuitous in giving ad¬ 
vice," he said. 

In Central America, Bush 
abandoned the quest for military 
aid for the Nicaraguan Contras. 
He had no choice because Con¬ 
gress was not going to provide 
the aid anyway. But bis alter¬ 
native was clever. He demanded 
that the Russians stop arms 
shipments to the Nicaraguan 
government While acting from 
a position of weakness, he 
managed to put pressure on the 
Soviet Union. In the Bush 
administration, that's the one 
and only strategy for victory.

N inety-two years qgo this 
week Oscar Wilde wrote 
to the Daily Chronicle 
complaining about the appalling 
conditions in British prisons, 
which he had observed at first 
hand in Reading Gaol. Ltttle has 
^hanged, in the aftermath of 
Risley some commentators 
have suggested that our penal 
institutions are in such a state 
beranw we do not have a clear 
view of the aims of penal policy. 

Attitudes towards punish¬ 
ment fall into three types: 
retribution, deterrence and re¬ 
habilitation. Retribution is not 
usually mentioned in polite 
company on the left who regard 
it as vengeance. They look 
instead to deterrence or rehabil¬ 
itation. However, a strong 
humanitarian case can be made 
out for punishment as retribu¬ 
tion. and that deterrence and 
rehabilitation are not as humane 
as they might first appear. 

When originally developed, 
the deterrent theory appeared to 
be enlightened and humanitar¬ 
ian. But, like all utilitarian 
theories, it entrenches at its 
heart a manipulative view of 

social policy _ 
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It justifies exemplary sentenc¬ 
ing so that, within limits, two 
people committing similar 
crimes at different times might 
be given widely different sen¬ 
tences because of variations in 
public concern. The criminal is 
to be dealt with in such a way as 
to produce the best con¬ 

sequences for society, and this 
puts no internal moral con¬ 
straint on punishment other 
than social convention. 

Deterrence theories reject 
rights and equity as fun¬ 
damental to punishment and 
treat individual criminals as 
means to social goals. They also 
assume that we can know the 
likely deterrent consequences of 
particular forms of punishment 
which is dubious. - 

In the 1960s. it was argued 
that the whole idea of punish¬ 
ment was primitive and should 
be replaced by rehabilitation 
and therapy. In its most extreme 
forms, such as Karl Wenninger's 
The Crime of Punishment, crim¬ 
inal behaviour was seen as the 
symptom of a pathological 
personality disorder which was 
the result of early nurture and 
environmental influence. 

To solve the problem of 
crime, it was said,-we should not 
use the blunt instrument of 
punishment but rather look to 
the individual circumstances of 
each criminal and try, through 
therapy, to modify those fea¬ 
tures of his personality which 
disposed him to crime.

This put a lot of trust in 
professional judgement about 
the nature of the therapeutic 
regime and entrenched dis¬ 
cretionary power with parole or 
probation officers, for example. 

This professional authority in 
turn depended on the view that 
there was an explanation for 
human behaviour which would 
enable us to diagnose foe nature 
of this personality disorder and 
the appropriate form of treat¬ 
ment This claim is highly 
disputable and. in any case, is an 
ineffective ideal, given the na¬ 
ture of British prisons. 

However, in common with 
the utilitarian view, it not only 
treats foe criminal as an object 
of social policy but also seeks to 
change his character. It has a 
view of foe buman personality 
which makes it difficult to 
acknowledge that such people 
have rights, because they are not 
really responsible agents. 

So what about the maligned 
retributive theory? Central to it 
is the doctrine that the individ¬ 
ual criminal is responsible for 
his crime. Guilt then becomes 
the necessary and sufficient 

_ condition for 

. punishment. It 
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the crime, but rather that there 
should be a strict rule of 
punishment which follows from 
the nature of foe crime. 

The prisoner has a right to be 
treated as a responsible agent 
and according to a strict rule; 
not ib such a way as denies this, 
as the therapeutic approach 
does, nor in a way that can be 
varied by foe demands of social 
utility, which is central to foe 
deterrent view. 

Retribution also fundam¬ 
entally differs from revenge, 
which is personal, acknowledges 
no internal limits, takes plea¬ 
sure from foe act. and is not 
geueralizable. The whole point 
of the retributive theory is to 
stick to a general rule of just 
retribution. 

The left in Britain is now 
interested in foe idea of rights, 
citizenship and limitations of 
discretionary power of pro¬ 
fessionals. As such it should 
heed what in foe US has come to 
be called the justice model of 
punishment, rather than rely on 
approaches which are manipu¬ 
lative. do not entrench equitable 
treatment and rely too much on 
professional judgement 

GuilL responsibility, equity, 
restitution, expiation, are cen¬ 
tral to a retributive theory. In so 
far as other theories detach 
punishment from these values 
they may lead to a criminal 
justice system which does not 
command dear public support.

The American model Europe must avoid 


T he Eurocentrisis' atgu- 
menL which in its most 
extreme form advocates a 
United States of Europe, is a 
proposition favouring a union of 
an oddly incoherent kind. Tak¬ 
ing foe United States of America 
as at least some kind of proto¬ 
type. the argument seems to run 
on foe assumption that the 
American model of federation is 
itself unproblematic while at the 
same time proposing a degree of 
unification more extreme than 
the American system. 

In US experience, a confeder¬ 
ation of independently governed 
states is, in fact, riddled with 
intractable contradictions. It 
succeeds only to the extent that 
every new political generation 
finds an equilibrium between 
federal intervention and state 
sovereignty which outrages the 
fewest pressure groups. 

Ever since Abraham Lincoln 
waged dvil war against the 
southern states to stop them 
seceding from the Union, there 
has been more or less explicit 
conflict between the interests 
and sympathies of state and

federal authorities. Until recent 
presidencies, such as those of 
Carter and Reagan, antipathy to 
Washington's power remained 
deeply ingrained in foe South, 
where foe federal government 
was regarded essentially as a 
northern outfit attempting to 
hoist liberal urban values on foe 
stately old agrarian Confederacy. 

The 1960s disputes over civil 
rights, most notably the de¬ 
segregation of schools, made foe 
shibboleth of “stales’ rights” an 
unsavoury cover for racist poli¬ 
cies. But the tension between 
centralized control and state 
autonomy is a permanent future 
of .American political life. Its 
endless debates and temporary 
resolutions provide a lesson for 
Europeans who see constitu¬ 
tional unification as an idyll of 
rationality and consensus. 

It is of most interesL in terms 
of European debate, that those 
areas of public life which have 
proved almost irreconcilable to 
national agreement have been 


issues of social policy: not only 
attitudes to racial discrimina¬ 
tion, but the treatment of 
criminality (i.e., capital punish¬ 
ment) and personal morality 
(abortion). The attempts to pro¬ 
duce a consistent national pos¬ 
ition on questions like these 
have come closer to tearing foe 
country apart than has any 
external foreaL 

To see why the super¬ 
imposition of a national policy 
on say, capital punishmenL is so 
explosively contentious, it is 
necessary to understand that 
every state in foe US is in charge 
of its own criminal law. The 
policing, judiciary and criminal 
justice systems of each state are 
independent of one another to 
the extent that a criminal (unless 
wanted for a specifically federal 
offence) can escape prosecution 
by crossing foe state boundary. 

When foe murders of civil 
rights workers threatened to go 
unpunished in foe southern state 
where they were committed, foe 


recourse for an outraged federal 
government was a roundabout 
appeal to the Constitution. By 
defining the killing of a person as 
foe ultimate deprivation of his 
civil rights, murder could be 
classified as a federal offence and 
thereby come under Washing¬ 
ton's jurisdisetion. This kind of 
circuitous legalism constantly 
bedevils a federation of sov¬ 
ereign states affiliated by a 
written constitution. 

Where foe American union 
seems least troubled is in its de¬ 
legation of taxation responsibil¬ 
ities. Here there is an ironic con¬ 
trast with foe Eurocentric lobby¬ 
ists. Americans pay a universal 
federal income tax to support 
programmes of national govern¬ 
ment. They also pay taxes which 
vary enormously depending on 
the political complexion of the 
state government and its internal 
spending needs for infrastructure 
and social services. 

Each state organizes its econ¬ 
omy on its own fiscal and social 


priorities. Nevada receives 
enough revenue from its le¬ 
galized gambling industry to 
make personal state taxes virtu¬ 
ally non-existenL New York, 
with its enormous inner-city 
problems. levies high state taxes. 

Decisions about what form 
and level this taxation should 
take are made internally and 
idiosyncraticaily. producing oc¬ 
casional absurd anomalies 
(crossing the state boundary to 
buy cheaper liquor is an old 
American customX Indirect 
taxes, particularly sales taxes, are 
imposed in many states but are 
not universal. That is to say, foe 
completely free market in goods 
and services which prevails be¬ 
tween states in foe US is quite 
unhampered by foe lack of 
standardized point-of-sale tax¬ 
ation which we call VAT. 

It is quite true that this lack of 
uniformity creates inequalities 
for producers of foe kind feared 
by Jacques Ddors. president of 
the European Commission. It is 


more expensive to produce and 
sell goods in some parts of the 
country than in others. What this 
means in practice is that foe 
market sorts itself oul Industry 
has had to move from foe more 
costly areas to the cheaper and 
more spacious (which often 
meant further west) and labour 
has had to move with il Most 
significantly, poorer areas which 
marketed cheaper goods had a 
chance to increase their regional 
wealth by their extra compet¬ 
itiveness. 

The American experience sug¬ 
gests that foe operation of a 
deregulated free market between 
economically independent states 
is thoroughly feasible. What is 
much more dubious is the social 
and political harmonization of 
distinct regions with their own 
social histories. If the US, with 
its common language and degree 
of cultural homogeneity, finds 
this problem nearly insurmount¬ 
able, what can be foe prospect 
for Europe with its tenaciously 
individual national identities?

But 
misery is their loL They are part 
of an institution where foe cor¬ 
ridors do not join up. The stairs

ON JUDGMENT 


Senior judges of the English courts handed 
down their verdict yesterday on the radical 
WWSP™ ttdr ch«J the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Mackay of Clashfern. On his case for the 
restructuring of the legal profession, they have 
found against him on two e*w»n riai points. 

They oppose the opening of general ad¬ 
vocacy m the higher courts to those who are 
not barristers; and they oppose the transfer of 
the supervision of professional t raining and 
discipline out of their own to a 

committee appointed by the Government. 
These are closely related objections, and 
indeed the second point, which at first seems 
the more technical, is probably the more 
fundamental. 

It is certainly where the judges are on 
strongest ground. The difficulty, however, is 
that it forms a link in the chain of logic of the 
whole, and it is not easy to see how the judges’ 
persuasive objections can be met without 
undermining most of what the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor is trying to achieve. 

Logic is the great strength of Lord Mackay*s 
position, as befits the thinking of one who was 
a mathematician before he became a lawyer. 
He started the Green Paper which be published 

in January with a simple statement of first 
principles, from which he went oh to deduce a 
basis for the provision of legal services which 
only occasionally intersected with the present 
system,,and only then, it seemed, by chance. . 

Faced now with the public and professional 
response, including yesterday's monumental 
document from more than a hundred High 
Court and Appeal Court judges, that very , 
logical consistency has become a problem for 
him. A more pragmatic set of proposals would 
have made it easier to offer concessions to his 
critics where they had a good point 

The right of audience in the higher courts, 
according to the Green Paper,- should be 
awarded to all who are Qualified. Supervision 
of the right should be in the hands of a body 
which stands apart from the various branches 
of the legal profession and their sectional 
interests, namely the Lord Chancellor's depart¬ 
ment itseHj advised by a mainly lay committee, 
working according to a published code of 
conduct 

This system would let in any solicitor or 
indeed a member of any other profession, for 
instance a chartered accountant who could 
show himself adequately equipped and experi¬ 
enced. But the proposal that a Government 
department should assume responsibility for 


the licensing and disciplining of advocates is a 
dangerous one, as the judges have said. 

At present the right of audience is controlled 
by the judges themselves, and they are now and 
for the forseeaWe future likely to be almost 
exclusively former barristers (though they have 
sensibly conceded that ex-solicitors among the 
judges .of the county courts should be eligible 
for the High COurt bench.) As a result there is a 
continuity of professional background and a 
unity of ethos between judges and those who 
appear before them; and a barrister who 
misbehaves will be caQed to account within the 
terms of that ethos by the judges themselves 
when they act in their capacity as policemen of 

the Bar's standards. 

The relationship between a barrister and a 
judge is a subtle one, and it is no coincidence 
that the former are known as “counsel^, one 
who advises on the law. They advise their 
clients; but they also advise the court, and their 
professional duty requires that they do so 
fairly. Judges greatly appreciate the help that a 
good barrister can give them, and “good”, to a 
judge, is not necessarily synonymous with 
single-minded loyalty to a client’s interests. It 
is an axiom of the Bar that a barrister’s first 
.duty is to the court. 

The Bar inrides itself on being a dose-knit 
professional community, in which sharp 
practice is quickly spotted and corrected by ail 
the implicit and explicit pressures of commu¬ 
nity life. They work together in chambers, 
which are grouped together in the Inns. 
Standards are set from the top by the influence 
of the judges themselves, and by leading 
counsel and heads of chambers, all of whom 
belong to that same professional community. 

It is this system which the judges were 
defending yesterday, as the Bar Cbuncfi did in 
its own evidence to Lord Mackay three weeks 
ago. And in both cases the problem is its 
intangibility; the public has to take it more or 
less on trust that it works, and has shown an 
increasing reluctance to do so. 

It is a hard match for the mathematical logic 
of Lord Macka/s approach, which has the 
appeal of simplicity, rationality and objectiv¬ 
ity. The Lord Chancellor’s difficult task now is 
to apply his remarkable ingenuity and intelli¬ 
gence to devizing a variation on his first 
thoughts which would preserve his own basic 
principles but accommodate as for as possible 
those principles most dear to his brothers in 
the judiciary. 


LABOUR’S EUROPE 


In six years Mr Neil Kinnock has reversed 
Labour’s attitude to the European Commu¬ 
nity- The party’s manifesto in 1983 declared 
that;the next Labour government would be 
“bound to find continued membership a most 
serious obstacle”. Withdrawal was, therefore, 
“the right policy for Britain” or, as Mr 
Kinnock himself put it more crudely at the 
time: “We want out of the Common Market.” 

Today Mr Kinnock declares that Labour 
wants Britain to take full advantage of working 
with “our European partners”. Indeed, a main 
theme of its campaign for next month’s 
elections to the European Parliament is that 
Labour is now more constructively European - 
in spirit and in intention than is Mrs Thatcher. 

Although Labour’s new claim to, be the 
better European party is hard to credit, its new 
unqualified commitment to Europe is to be 
welcomed. It is a constructive move forward, 
whatever its debt to expediency. Most of the 
policy positions outlined yesterday in the 
party's manifesto for the European elections 
were sensible enough. 

Labour commits itself) .for instance, to 
making the single market wotk and it accuses 
the Conservatives of foiling to prepare Britain 
adequately for 1992. It wants reform of the 
CAP and higher environmental standards, 
while it opposes full-scale monetary union and 
harmonizing of VAT just as the Conservatives 
do. 

Or these and other main issues there is 
nothing to choose between Labour’s position 


and that of the Conservatives. Labour too is 
highly cautious, not to say timorous, about 
joining the EMS, winch Mr Kinnock himself 
discussed yesterday in terms hardly different 
from Mrs Thatcher’s formula that it can only 
be done when the time is right 

The main issue of substance between the 
parties is the claim of the European Com¬ 
mission to lay down for all member states a 
social law on industrial rel a tions hips and 
worker participation. Labour accuses the 
Tories of wanting a market without a 
community and deregulation without social 
obligation. But the reality is that Mr Kinnock, 
like M Defers, sees the Commission’s social 
policy as advancing the socialist cause in all the 
member states, while to Mrs Thatcher it is 
socialism by the back door. 

. Mr Kinnock’s tactic of presenting himself as 
“the better European” ought not to work. But, 
because of the impression left by some of Mrs 
Thatcher’ recent utterances, Mr Kinnock could 
well make headway on this argument He is 
helped by the division of opinion within the 
Tory party over Mrs Thatcher’s attitudes. 

Labour’s new Europeanism will Mend with 
its campaign to secure from the voters an 
adverse judgement on 10 years of Thatcher¬ 
ism. It is a platform shaky in logic. None the * 
less, Mrs Thatcher and the Tories will not 
easily defeat Labour’s campaign unless the 
tone of their rhetoric on Europe in the comin g 
weeks gives fewer hostages to fortune than it 
has done hitherto.

year. As the poachers flout the international 
convention already, why, it may be asked, 
should the proposed change make any dif¬ 
ference? There is a risk that by banning 
international dealing altogether the trade 
would move completely underground. 

The new rules would certainly be difficult to 
administer. The ban would be on international 
dealing in “new ivory” which has been 
obtained after the new ruling has come into 
force (probably next January). But, as raw 
ivory has a long life in the warehouse, the job of 
customs officers and police in distinguishing 
between old and new consignments would be 
hard. . . 

According to this argument, international 
■ effort should concentrate not so much on 
changing the law 1 as on trying to reinforce the 
present one. The richer countries should help 
the Third World catch the criminals by 
supplying them with more funds and equip¬ 
ment. At the same time they should encourage 
conservation measures to rebuild de c li n i n g 
elephant herds In Africa. 

The power behind these arguments should 
not, however, deflect this Government or any 
others from their purpose. A total ban would at 
least help to remove confusion over which 
batch of fresh ivory is legal and which is not 

The Government should, indeed, press for 
an immediate ban. by the European Commu¬ 
nity, without waiting for the Cites meeting in 
October. If other parts of the world followed 
this lead it might inhibit a rise in the slaughter 
before next January. 

The world can live happily without ivory. 

' Some manufacturers still use it for piano keys, 
but most now use bone or other substitutes. 
The world would survive without the elephant 
But it would be a sadder place — and later 
generations might wonder at the profligate, 
needless daughter.

Sir, Has not the tune come when 
some statutory regime should be 
devised for orderly resolution of 
dispates over p ay and conditions 
of vroric in publicly-owned trans¬ 
port undertakings? Is it not appro¬ 
priate that before indu st ria l action 
of any kind may be taken lawfully, 
resort to formal arbitration should 
be requisite? 

Whilst acknowledging the over¬ 
riding rights at common law to 
terminate on due notice, ought not 
a condition (to ensure arbitration) 
be a standard term of the contract 
of employment? 

If acceptable in principle, pro¬ 
posals for implementation could 
be set out in a Green Paper. It is 
sot suggested that the arbitral 
award should have legal effect 
after due determination of the 
contract of employment. It is, 
however, suggested that the juris¬ 
diction of the High Court should 
be extended not only to order 
resort to arbitration in this regard, 
but also to grant relief, at foe suit 
of any interested person adversely 
affected. 

These matters, and the com¬ 
position of the tribunal, indeed the 
form and substance of proposed 
legislation, cannot be resolved 
without the full consideration of 
debate in Parliament. But surely 
in the “step by step” approach the 
public interest demands that yet 
another step be taken in this 
direction?

Striking a balance in the EC debate

Sir, There can be no doubt that the 
European situation has become 
somewhat bizarre and The Times 
leader (May 18) was welcome as 
introducing an dement of 
and balance into the debate. We 
need to look ai Europe (not just 
the EC countries, though all 
should eventually become the real 
Community) as a whole: Leaving 
aside the matters which are global, 
there are four significant levels of 
derision-making within Europe. 

First there are, as the editorial 
pointed out, some issues that 
affect all Europe: environment — 
though not all environmental 
issues—is a good example. Rabies 
might well be another, and the 
Commission has just put pro¬ 
posals to the countries outside the 
EC including foe Eastern bloc, for 
using oral vaccines to wipe it out. 
Rabid dogs would certainly not 
recognise national boundaries! 

Trade might be another, al¬ 
though perhaps this would be 
more appropriately left to GATT 
to deal with (the effort should be 
put into making GATT work). 
The truly European issues should 
be dearly defined and the Com¬ 
mission should limit itself to 
direct involvement in these, and 
in these alone, and concentrate on 
doing its limited work effectively. 

Secondly, thou are issues which 
may affect parts of Europe greater 
than any one nation state, and 
common policies should be de¬ 
vised for the parts concerned, and 
only those parts. For example, 
countries on the North Sea might 
share in a North Sea environ¬ 
mental common policy , whereas 
those on the Mediterranean 
should have a Mediterranean 
policy. Such common policies that 
cover more than one nation stale 
but need not be Europe-wide 
could come under the auspices of 
the Community, but not under its 
direct control 

Thirdly, there are the nation 
states. It should be up to their 
governments and their par¬ 
liaments to see that nothing that 
could be done at the national level 
was passed up to any higher 
authority. On the whole, this 
seems to be precisely what the 
Prime Minister is doing. Above 
this level the party political ap¬ 
proach should hardly be relevant. 

Fourthly, there are intimate and 
local levels of government. Like¬ 
wise it is up to the representatives 
of the interests of the people to see 
that nothing that can be dealt with 
at these levels is passed up to the 
higher levels. 

Such an approach does not 
imply opposition to a social 
discussion or any of the well- 
intended regulations of the Euro-

Chelsea Flower Show 

Imagination blossoms 
in a suburban garden

Some of the outside gardens at die Chelsea 
Flower Show lack imagination, but not so the 
B & Q exhibit, which has been judged best in 
show. 

Designed by David Stevens of Buckingham, 
it is entitled Reflections of Today and shows 
how an average long, narrow, suburban garden 
can be tuned into a series of outdoor rooms, 
each with a different atmosphere and dements 
of surprise. 

Like many of this year’s Chelsea gardens, 
David Stevens's plant schemes are snbtie and 
rely heavily on foliage plants for year round 
interest and easy maintenance. 

The design is linear but vistas run side to 
side rather than length ways, and features an 
otd style summer boose as a focal point. 

To celebrate its diamond jubilee the Alpine 
Garden Society has created a superb tufa rods 
garden with mqfoHlng artificial stone tanks. 
Raised beds formed of railway sleepers 
contrast pleasantly with die rode garden. 

Unlike several of Chelsea's rods gardens, 
this design, by Mr Mike Upward, secretary of 
the Alpine Garden Society, with fus peat and 
woodland garden created by Mrs Kath Dryden, 
is affordable and woald Mend well into a 
modem garden. 

The rose garden exhibited by Sudeley 
Castle, of Winchcombe, Gloucestershire, and 
stonemasons Richard England, of Yeovil, 


Somerset, in a courtyard se t ting , is a tranquil 
romantic retreat, the air heavily scented flout 
old fashion rases supplied by Roses Du Temps 
Passe, of Stratton, Staffordshire, The garden 
was designed by Cbelsea-medal winner Jane 
Fearnky-WMngstali, of WottOQ-flnder-Edge, 
Gloucestershire. 

The small coutyard gardens exhibited by 
societies affiliated to the Royal Horticultural 
Society are attracting attention. The design 
which most reflects the idea of a coalyard - a 
cool shady retreat — is that from the Monk 
Sherborne HoTtiadtnra! Society, Hampshire. 
This green and white garden has the essential 
ingredient, water, in the form of wefl. White 

arum lilies and roses are among the plants used 

to create a cool atmosphere. 

Am ong tbe nansnal and perhaps mrattain- 
able gardens at Chelsea is "Watershed”, from 
the Merrist Wood Agrkxdtaral College of 
Worpiesdon, Surrey. This features a waterfall 
three metres wide and neariy two metres high, 
perhaps one of the most appropriate gardens in 
the light of tire c ur rent heatwave. 

It has become apparent at this show that 
mazes are now big business. At least Mr 
RandoQ Coate, of London, who laid out the 
Chelsea "**«*, spends his working life design¬ 
ing them for here and abroad. The 

Chelsea maze, created from yew, is in die torn 
of a passion flower but really needs to be 
viewed from above (o be appreciated.

PETER EVANS 
American successes in British plays 


Peter Evans, the American 
actor, who studied for three 
years at tbe Central School of 
Speech and Drama in London 
before returning to his native 
country for a successful stage 
career, has died at tbe age of 
38 in Los Angeles from 
complications from Aids. In 
particular, he turned in some 
nocable New York perfor¬ 
mances in plays by British 
dramatists. 

Evans, bora in Englewood, 
New Jersey, had graduated 
from Yale before his arrival in 
London in 1972. to study at 
the Central school. 

He made his New York 
theatre debut in 1975 In David 
Storey’s play Life Class, and 
was subsequently praised fora 
wide range of roles that in¬ 



cluded musical comedy and 
rifljcacai theatre. 

In 1976 he was hailed for his 
portrayal of Richie in David 
Rabe's Streamers and for 


which he received several 
awards. The following year he 
starred in David Mamet's Life 
in the Theater and in 1979 he 
played opposite Maggie Smith 
in Tom Stoppard’s Night and 
Day, also on Broadway. 

His most recent success 
occurred was as male lead in 
the highly successful drama of 
the relationship between a 
hearing teacher and his deaf 
student. Children of a Lesser- 
God. He received farther 
awards for this performance. 

Evans also appeared in 
several films, including Arthur 
with Dudley Moore, and for 
the last few years he had lived 
in Los Angeles while playing a 
|«iriin g role in the successful 
television series 9 to 5. 

He is survived by his par¬ 
ents, one brother and a sister. 


GEORGE BARKER 
Starting the London Philharmonic Choir 


Reuben Blackmons “George” 
Barker, who played a notable 
part in the successful creation 
of the London Philharmonic 
Choir for tbe LPO after the 
Second World, has died in 
Saffron Walden, aged 82. 

A colourful personality, he 
was fall of vigour, determ¬ 
ination and great charm and 
much is owed him by mu¬ 
sicians and music-lovers all 
over the country, though es¬ 
pecially in East Anglia where 
he was the power behind 
several initiatives for music¬ 
making and opera. He was a 
great catalyst and his en¬ 
couragement of young mu¬ 
sicians and singers was 
manifold. 

Barker had studied clarinet, 
piano and conducting al the 


Guildhall School of Music and 
it was as a clarinetist and 
conductor that be joined the 
Central Band of the Royal Air 
Force. 

It was with a piano teacher 
that he created the London 
Philharmonic Choir after the 
end of the war. 

Moving to the country in 
.1951 Barker started the Cam¬ 
bridge Opera de Camera, 
which eventually became 
Cambridge Opera. He made 
many English translations for 
them, including one of Schu¬ 
bert's opera The Conspirators, 
which he did with Humphrey 
Trevelyan. 

Cambridge Opera produc¬ 
tions, mounted with his friend 
Eric Shilling, have been per¬ 
formed in many of the great 


halls and houses of the coun¬ 
try in aid of the Imperial 
Cancer Research Fund. Dur¬ 
ing the last six months he 
completed a new translation 
of Mozart’s Cost Fan Tutte. 

Barker was instrumental in 
setting up the Eastern 
Authorities Orchestral Associ¬ 
ation. now known as the 
Eastern Orchestral Board, 
with its first director Anthony 
Burley, which promotes con¬ 
certs by British symphony 
orchestras and chamber en¬ 
sembles in the Home Counties 
and East Anglia. 

With Gordon Glover and 
Wynford Vaughan Thomas he 
created Sound Guide, an audio 
aid for museum and art gallery 
visitors.

Jeffrey Thomas. QC, was one 
of those men from the Welsh 
Valleys whose intelligence, wit 
and charm adorned and en¬ 
livened the profession which 
he made his own. After a 
distinguished university 
career he was called to the Bar 
by Gray’s Inn in 1957. Several 
years were to elapse, during 
which the Rhine Army had 
the benefit of his legal ser¬ 
vices, before he entered pri¬ 
vate practice at the Bar. 

He acquired a busy junior 
practice and appeared in a 
number of causes celebres 
including the defence of Will 
Owen. MP, on charges of 
espionage, where, led by 


James Comyo, QC, (as he was 
then) he secured Owen’s 
acquittal: and the defence of 
Mrs Bingham, the wife of 
Lieutenant Bingham, also on 
charges of espionage. She loo 
was acquitted. 

During these years Thomas 
was immersed in politics and 
in 1966 as a Labour Party 
candidate contested the Barry 
constituency. There is little 
doubt that the strain of poli¬ 
tics and the Bar took its toll, 
and that bis practice, had he 
been able 10 devote more time 
to it, would have been bigger 
than it was. But none tbe less 
he took Silk in 1974, having 
two years earlier established 
bis own chambers in quarters 
previously occupied by Sir 


Norman Birkett and Sii 
Edward Marshall Hall. 

His career in Silk wai 
primarily that of an advocate 
in the Crown Court. He had 
that fluency of language and 
love of words which is the 
hallmark of foe Welshman, 
and his rather shy and dif¬ 
fident manner concealed a 
wonderful sense of humour 
and a formidable legal brain. 
These stood him in good stead 
when he was. in 1975, ap¬ 
pointed a Recorder. Every 
defendant in his court could 
expect a trial of unswerving 
fairness and, at the end of it, if 
convicted, a condign sentence. 

Among his colleagues at the 
Bar and on the Bench, no man 
was better liked.

Bees also produce a 
very a deep note when they 
dance, and a second experi¬ 


mental gnmp of bees was 
trained to respond to this, too. 
Furthermore, bees could be 
trained to disduninate between 
these two different notes. 

The dne to exactly how toe 
bees brerd toe note came when 
they were trained to visit a 
feeder hi a tong tube, like an 
organ pipe, which contained a 
“standing wave". That is, the 
compression and rarefactions 
of a sound-wave in the tube 
occurred at unvarying loca- 


This applied equally to 
pressure variations as to parti¬ 
cle densities: the peaks and 
troughs in each bind of osdlla- 
tion remained at fixed points 
along the tobe, but at a 
different set of fixed points for 
each kind of oscillation. The 
researchers round that a bee's 
behavkmris mflnenced by the 
changing particle density 
fluctuations it experiences as 
it flies aloog the tube, and not 
by changes in sound pressure. 

Bees reacted to -turbulent 


spots or particle movement 
(meaning a load noise, to a 
bee) by lowering wings and 
lasting antennae. This reflex 
action was seen in no other set 
of arcamstances, confirming 
that bees respond to particle 
density fluctuations, rather 
than sound pressure level 

Interestingly, they only ap¬ 
peared to be able to respond if 
the sound force was quite 
dose. This would be an advan¬ 
tage to a bee intent on hearing 
toe message of a dan c ing 
colleague, because distant and 
confuting arises would be 
filtered out antoraatkally. 

But telling the difference 
between near and distant 
sounds requires two ears. The 
researchers think that struc¬ 
tures in tire antennae called 
the Johnston's Organs may be 
the apian equivalent iff ears, 
through which they lean 
about the best pollen in town.

1 Armed with the findings of recent research into sexnal 
politics and representation, a new exhibition examines 
120 versions of the node made since 1450.

Mis Thatcher spoke of the 
“worrying tendency” to sell 
ivory and added: “We really 
believe that the sale of new 
ivory should be stopped 
altogether." 

Numbers of African ele¬ 
phants have declined from 1.3 
million in 1979 to estimates of 
bet wee m 300,000 and 400,000 
now. 

Limited trade in ivory takes 
place under the Convention of 
International Trade in En¬ 
dangered Species of Wild 
Fauna and Flora (Cites) and 
the first move towards a total 
ban, will be at the Cites 
conference in October, where 
there wifi be resolutions to 
move the African elephant 
from Appendix H of the 
convention to Appendix I, 
prohibiting trade in new ivory. 

Seven of the 102 slates 
attached to Cites have called 
for a total ban on trade in 
ivory from African elephants.

Societies set to lend £4.3bn

Building society leading is still

Government denies privatization ‘give-away’ 

No £5.5bn debt write-off for water

The Government denied test night that it 
would virtually give away Britain's water 
industry under priva ti zation, making 
clear it is not prepared lo writeoff all of 
the £5-5. billion of debts.

BA flying high with B-Cal 


T hose who said that British Air¬ 
ways paid too much at the time of 
its B-Cal purchase were hard to 
find after the 1988-89 results emerged 
yesterday.

Law Report May 24 1989 


Mayor can use casting vote politically 


Regina v Bradford City Coun¬ 
cil, Ex parte Cams 
Before Lord Justice May. Lord 
Justice Neill and Lord Justice 
Nome 

[Judgment May 23] 

A person presiding at a meeting 
of a local authority was free, if 
be thought it right to do so, to 
exercise his second or casting 
vote in accordance with the 
policy of the political party or 
group of which he was a 
member. 

The Court of Appeal so bdd, 
in dismissing an appeal from a 
decision of the Queen's Bench 
Divisional Court (unreported, 
but on similar facts to R v 
Bradford City Council. Ex parte 
Wilson (The Times December 
23, 1988)}, refusing an applica¬ 
tion by Frederick Edward Corns 
for judicial review of resolutions 
pawed at-a meeting of Bradford 
City Council on October 25, 
1988 by use of the casting vote 
of its chairman, the lord mayor. 

Mr Robin Allen and Mr 
Philip Engelman for the ap¬ 
plicant; Mr Michael Beta ft, QC 
and Miss Gencvra Caws for die 
council. 

LORD JUSTICE NEILL said 
that the word “casting** ap¬ 
peared to be derived from an 
archaic use of the word “easf* as 

manning ** TQ mm or rib 3 S dk- 

or balance”; so t tat a “casting 
vote” was one decisive in tilting 
,1116 scales one way or another. 

The present case was solely 
concerned with the regime for 
the conduct of meetings estab¬ 
lished by Schedule 12 to the 
Local Government Act 1972. 
paragraph 39 of Part VI of which 
provided that all questions com¬ 
ing before a local authority 


should be decided by a majority 
of the members present and 
voting thereon; and that “in the 
case of an equality of votes, the 
person presiding at the meeting” 
should have ”a second or cast¬ 
ing vote". By reason of para¬ 
graph 44{ IL that applied equally 
m relation to any committee or 
subcommittee. 

After September 16, 1988, 
when a Conservative won a by- 
election, that party held 45 of 
the 90 seats on the counci] and 
decided to introduce policies 
opposed by Labour (43 -scats) 
and the SLD (two seats); and on 
October 25, the Conservative 
lord mayor, Mr Midgeley, after 
a 45-45 vote on a resolution to 
increase the rents paid by coun¬ 
cil tenants, had exercised his 
statutory casting vote in favour 
of it. 

Counsel for the applicant 
contended that in so doing Mr 
Midgeley was in breach of his 
duty, as lord mayor and chair¬ 
man, to act with “impartiality"; 
and sought in a written sub¬ 
mission to explain what that 
meant, as follows: 

“Impartiality is the goal to be 
nimwi at it means fairness 
not favouring either side ... 
recognizing the principle turn 
decisions should be taken by a 
true majority. The degree to 
which this can be achieved 
depends on the nature Of the 
resolution. 

“(I) If further discussion is 
possible the fair course is to vote 
fbr this ... 

“(II) If a decision most go one 
way if the council is to act 
lawfully, there is no choice... 

If there is no point or 
possibility of further discussion 
the vote should be for the status 
quo [as] the only principle that 


may be appealed to without fear 
of criticism." 

His Lordship remained on- 
persuaded of the soundness of 
such “impartiality” as a guiding 
principle: it seemed to him that 
a person presiding ai a meeting 
was folly entitled to use the 
casting vote, which had first 
been introduced into local gov¬ 
ernment by section 69 of the 
Municipal Corporations Act 
1835, as be thought fit — subject 
only to a dear duty to do so 
honestly and in accordance with 
what he believed to be the best 
interests of those affected by it 

The matter had been dealt 
with in a number of textbooks, 

passages in which Lord Justice 
Bingham had examined in R v 
Bradford City Council Ex parte 
Wilson - commenting that 
while they might give grounds 
for doubting whether Mr 
Midgeley was wd! advised to an 
as be did, they gave no support 
the construction of the Act 
urged by counsel for the ap¬ 
plicant, nor did they suggest 

there was a rule of practice so 
clear or welt-established that Mr 
Midgeley could not defy it 
without his conduct being 
stigmatised as irrational. 

His Lordship would ag ree 
with those comments. 

A second issue was whether, 
by virtue of a series of agree¬ 
ments in Bradford as to the 
rotation of the office of lord 
mayor bet w ee n the political 
parties, Mr Midgeley had been 
bound by convention always to 
a a above party politics. 

His Lordship would draw a 
distinction between the different 
functions of a lord mayor and a 
chairman. On ceremonial occa¬ 
sions, or when deciding as 
chairman which speakers to call 


upon, he would undoubtedly 
eschew party politics. 

But that was very different 
from fettering his political func¬ 
tion. and there was nothing in 
any of the statutes or authorities 
to which the court bad been 
referred which could indicate 
that as a matter of law a lord 
mayor or chairman should not 
cast his votes in favour of 
resolutions favoured by bis own 
party. 

A third point bad been taken 
on the applicant's behalf: that 
Mr Midgeley was restricted in 
the manner in which he ex¬ 
ercised his casting vote because 
at the time of bis election one of 
the SLD coacillors bad in¬ 
dicated support for him only on 
the understanding “that he 
woukf not acx politically". 

As to that. Mr Midgeley had 
sworn on affidavit to the effect 
that while he recalled those 
remarks, be had not responded 
to them, nor had be at any time 
given that councillor or anyone 
else any undertaking as to how 
be would exercise his vote, or 
casting vote. 

On the state of the evidence 
his Lordship found it quite 
impossible to infer the existence 
of any duty, undertaking, or 
estoppel which would restrict or 
fetter the way in which Mr 
Midgeley would use his second 
vote, if the general law imposed 
no such fetter on him. The 
appl ication was therefore 
refused. 

Lord Justice Nourse and Lord 
Justice May agreed. 

Leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords was refused.

Declarations granted without argument 


Regina ▼ Secret ar y of State for 
the Home Department, Ex 
parte Bagga and Others 
Before Lord Justice Woolf and 
Mr Justice Ian Kennedy 
[Judgment May 22] 

The Queen's Bench Divisional 
Court, considering itself bound 
by authority, granted six 
applications for judicial review 
without hearing argument 
because the Home Secretary’s 
submission that such authority 
was wrong would be more 
sensibly addressed to the Court 
of AppeaL 

The applications were made 
by JGewal Krishnan Bagga, 
Rakesh Bist, Anil Bist, 
Chandrakalah Rasiab, 
Vasudeoan Rasiab and 
Kakkar, for judicial review of 
dedsioos by immigration offi¬ 
cers that they were not entitled 
to unconditional leave to re¬ 
main (or, in the case of the first 
applicant, to enter) the United 
Kingdom. 

Section 8(3) of the Immigra¬ 


tion Act 1971. as amended by 
section 39(4) oC and Schedule 4 
to the British Nationality Act 
1981, provides: 

“The provisions of this Act 
relating to those who are not 
British citizens shall not apply 
to any person so long as be is a 
member ofa mission (within the 
meaning of the Diplomatic 
Privileges Act 1964). a person 
who is a member of the family 
and forms part of the household 
of such a member, or a person 
otherwise entitled to the like 
immunity from jurisdiction as is 
conferred by that Act on a 
diplomatic agent.” 

The common issue was 
whether a person entering the 
United Kingdom became “a 
member of a mission”, for the 
purposes of that subsection, 
from the moment of entry (as 
contended by the home sec¬ 
retary), or from the moment his 
appointment was notified to the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office (as contended by the 
applicants). 


Mr Nicholas Blake for Mr 
Bagga: Mr Owen Davies for the 
other applicants; Mr Michael 
Beloff, QC and Mr Paul 
Siindicombe fbr the Home 
Secretary. 

LORD JUSTICE WOOLF 
said that although there was no 
direct authority dealing with 
section 8(3), as amended, there 
had been a whole series of 
authorities in which a parallel 
issue had been considered. 

Those were: R v Governor of 
PetuonviUe Prison. Ex pane 
Teja ([1971] 2 QB 274; R v 
Lambeth Justices. Ex pane 
Yusufii ([1985] Crim LR 510); 
Florentine v Secretary of State 
for the Home Department

New town builds 
on an Abbey habit 


A bbey National's plans to develop 
a £40 million office complex to 
expand its headquarters in Mil- 
ton Keynes, Buckinghamshire, 
brings added momentum to the progress 
of this successful new town. The building 
society has bought a 22-acre site al Shenley 
Wood from the Milton Keynes Dev¬ 
elopment Corporation. The sate has 
p lanning permission for 450,000 sq ft of 
office and computer centre space. Work 
on the first phase of 200,000 sq ft is 
planned to start this summer and comple¬ 
tion is due in early 1991. 

For Bob Fisher, Abbey NationaTs 
premises manager, the deal reinforces the 
logic of the society’s relocation to MDtos 
Keynes four years ago. “Our business has 
expanded rapidly since then and the 
acquistion of a large site wfl] help to 
contribute to our future business success, 1 * 
be says. 

Bob Hill, the corporation’s commercial 
director, says it is an important move in 
opening up the west flank of the city for 
commercial development, and it also 
highlights the opportunities available for 
further business expansion in Milton 
Keynes. 

The next challenge for Britain's fastest- 
growing urban area was outlined by Hill 
last week during a briefing to property 
developers, funders and agents. The 
corporation’s aim is to sell off its 
remaining assets by 1992 — described by 
Hill as a “huge but achievable task”. Hill

said that, if achieved, it could raise the 
additional private sector investment there 
to £2.9 billion during the next five years, at 
least double the investment level pre¬ 
viously projected. This strategy would 
create up to 55,000 new jobs and 30,000 
new homes. 

“Now that the Government has 
itself to funding the infrastruc¬ 
ture works needed to open up these areas 
for development, the corporation's inten¬ 
tion is to complete or contractually 
commit all the remaining development 
tasks by 1992,” he says. 

The two main areas re m a i ning for 
commercial development are in the east 
and west flanks. Work has already started 
in the east flank, where the Carroll Group 
is to develop a 25-acre business park 
complex, and now die Abbey National 
scheme is doubling its occupancy in 
Milton Keynes at Shenley Wood in the 
west 


About 2,000 acres are earmarked for 
residential and mixed-use development in 
the next three years, almost three times the 
level of previous projections, while more 
titan 2,300 acres will be provided for 
industrial and commercial building, 
which is nearly double the rate of earlier 
forecasts. 

The city centre can accommodate about 
27 million sq ft of office space — 
development of 1.5 million square feet is 
already under way — and more than 
500,000 sq ft of retail space. 

Statistics for the financial year to March 
31, 1989. show that Milton Keynes had 1 
23.5 billion sq ft of commercial floorspace 
— 18.1 billion sq ft of industrial space, 3.1 
billion sq ft of offices and 24 billion sq ft 
of retail premises. 

Private sector investment in Milton' 
Keynes during 1988-89 was the highest 
ever at £294 million, and this gave a 
cumulative net investment by public and 
private sectors of £23 billion. 

The corporation, which expects to be 
wound up in 1992, forecasts that Milton 
Keynes will eventually have more than 
200,000 inhabitants and will be among 
Britain’s 15 biggest cities. 

By March this year, the population of 
the new town was 140,800, of whom 
78,600 were in employment This figure 
compares with a 40,000 population and an 
estimated 18,400 jobs in the early 1970s, 
when work began to provide for the 
overspill from London.

King & Co 
says that the effects of continuing high 
interest rates are yet to be shown in the 
figures on available industrial space; 

Despite the CBI Industrial Trend 
Survey’s finding on the reduction in 


capacity constraints since 1988, which 
seem to indicate a slowing down of the 
mar ket, there is no evidence of this 
affecting the buoyant letting markets 
across the country. 

The survey registers a slight foil in the 
availability of hi-tech buildings from 3.1 
million sq ft to 3 million sq ft These are 
concentrated mainly in the south-east, 
but for the first time since the survey was 
started in 1975, hi-tech units are 
recorded as available in the north-west 
and Yorkshire/ Humberside.

T he market in retirement homes, the 
sector which provides homes — and 
their management — for the over-5 5s 
or 60s, is one in which the riwnantf 
continues to outstrip supply. Builders and 
developers now build some 10,000 a year - 
not enough to satisfy the needs of the dderfy. 

The private retirement sector has seen a big 
expansion as people sell their bouses and trade 
down to buy a purpose-built home with 
communal facilities and a resident warden. 
For many at present the difficulty is the slow 
housing market which means they cannot sell 
their own home: 

In genera), though, private sheltered hous¬ 
ing, as it is also known, is booming, as a new 
book from the Consumers^ Association 
acknowledges. Approaching Retirement sets 
out to explain the market and warns potential 
buyers to beware of private developments 
which masquerade as sheltered housing and 
do not provide adequate back-up facili ti es . It 
urges them to find out exactly what they are 
gelling for their money and who manpg^ the 
scheme. 

They must find out, far example, exactly 
what the warden's duties are, how long be or 
she is on duty and who covers when they are 
off, how calls for help are dealt with and what 
the service charge covers. 

These are vital matters which have led to 
misery for owners who have bought — and 
subsequently found that they could not afford 
the charges. This is an issue which both the 
developers and the Government have been.

considering, and the former — through the 
House Builders’ Federation — is shortly to 
issue a new code of practice for members. 

The new controls will come partly from the 
measures in the Consumer Protection Act, 
which has recently been implemented, and 
make it illegal to conceal information on 
service charges and other costs. To help 
builders meet this challenge, the Retirement 
Care Group has launched a new advice 
service. The group’s Tony Rogers recognizes 
there, has been criticism, both in government 
and from some of developers, that potential 
retirement home-buyers had misunderstood 
some costs they would incur. 


Developers themselves are introducing 
measures to allay the fears of owners and bdp 
them to cope. McCarthy & Stone, the largest 
Specialist retirement home firm, has issued a 
guarantee that for new purchases between 
April and August this year the service charge 
will not exceed the Government's single 
person pensioner index. 

Anglia Secure Homes has introduced a 
range of home purchase plans—shared equity, 
part-exchange and life interest — all designed 
to ensure their buyers avoid financial worries. 
Peter Edmondson, chairman, acknowledges 
not only the need to help buyers in this way, 
but also to provide better accommodation. He 


sees a demand for larger apartments or 
cottages, and Anglia has responded by 
providing many more two-bedroom units. 

Its latest development. The Mailings at 
Brandon in Suffolk, is situated by the Little 
Ouse river and built around a courtyard, 
providing 17 one-bedroom and 25 two-bed¬ 
room flats. The scheme has been designed to 
blend in with the old market town of Brandon, 
and prices range from £53,SOO-£67 ,SOOl De¬ 
tails: Prudential (0842 812198).

E xpress Newspapers has now 
moved from the famous black 
gla ss building to a brand new, 
rubber-planted spacious con¬ 
struction just over Blackfnars Bridge. In 
general the staffs seem well pleased with 
their new borne, which they hopefully 
regard as a symbol of their chairman Lord 
Stevens's commitment to the newspaper 
business. 

Circulation figures are less attractive. 
In April the Daily Express was selling 7 
per cent fewer copies a day than a year 
ago, 145,000 behind the Daily AfaiL The 
Sunday Express sold 9 per cent less than 
in the previous year; it has lost the 2 mil¬ 
lion sale and is failing behind The Mail on 
Sunday. The Daily Star also sold 9 per 
cent less and fell well below the million. 
Lord Stevens had to tell his shareholders 
last week that the trading performance in 
the first three months of the year was 
below expectations. 

So it's easy to make fun of the ‘Daily 
Distress’. Yet the editors are far from 
dismayed Nick Lloyd, who took on the 
Daily Express

It 
took time for the paper to settle down 
after a period when editors seemed to 
change as frequently as the seasons. Now 
Lloyd has new heads in almost every 
department and the team works well. 

After a period when the paper seemed 
to be groping for a character, Lloyd is 
determined it should not be regarded as 
Mrs Thatcher’s poodle. Indeed he seems 
ready to campaign under the flag of 
Consumerism. There was also a period 
when the paper seemed quite Sloane 
Rangerish in its interests; Lloyd would 
like the paper to be more, in his phrase. 
“Bromley-friendly”. 

Recent promotional bums have 
yielded temporary gains of only 1 to 2 per 
cent on circulation. In future, some of the 
paper's promotional money can be spent 
on higher paging which would allow 
upgrading — more space for foreign 
coverage, extra analysis of the straight 
news and some investigative reporting. 
Since the paper is making £20 million a 
year profit. Uoyd has earned his chair¬ 
man's confidence and indeed he says they 
get on well 

His work has also earned the 
commendation of Alec Kenny, media 
director of Saatchi and Saatchi Advertis¬ 
ing, who told me: “The Daily Express has

now got a consistency it lacked. It looks 
more modem, cleaner, sharper. It's trying 
to have some distinctive personality” 
Nevertheless it is my own belief that even 
if the paper has more personality it lacks 
personalities. Apart from that formidable 
battle-axe Jean Rook and the evergreen 
Giles, the Daily Mail team looks stronger. 

There is also a serious political 
weakness. In the Fifties when the Daily 
Express was riding high, the political 
allegiance of its readers was very similar 
to the national profile. That strength has 
been lost, for according to one recent 
survey the nation would have voted early 
in 1988, 46 per cent Tory, 38 per cent 
Labour and 14 per cent Alliance. But the 
Express had a readership 71 per cent 
Tory. 16percenLLabourand II percent 
Alliance— very similar to the Mail Lloyd

Esser sees his job as “keeping the best of 
the old and refreshing the new” and 
believes the completion of new printing 
arrangements at West Ferry Road in the 
autumn — surely still some way off — is 
the time for “the next phase of improve¬ 
ment" with larger papers giving him the 
opportunity to do “new things”. 


H e believes he already bas the 
most valuable core audience — 
the affluent 45-year-olds; he 
would tike them to be just a 
decade younger. But will he ever make 
that advance unless the tabloid that is 
trying to get out of the broadsheet is given 
its freedom? 

Here is a major decision for Lord 
Stevens. With Conrad Black ofTelegraph 
Newspapers building up a share stake; 
Stevens needs to gamble if he is to protect 
his company from unwelcome attentions. 
He bas able editors with ideas. Has he the 
flair and imagination to lead them out of 
long-term decline? He will need to give 
them full support — and that usually 
means money. Well, as Lord Beaver- 
brook once told me, “You can't run a 
good newspaper without extravagance, 
Mr Wintour.” 


I t seems a long way from 
Dangerous Liaisons. 
Christopher Hampton’s 
latest film script is The 
Ginger Tree, a four-part 
BBC drama series about a 
Scots girl in Manchuria at die 
turn of the century. Earlier 
this month the series started 
filming in Japan — an ami¬ 
cable-sounding co-production 
betweeen the BBC the Japa¬ 
nese state broadcasting com¬ 
pany NHK and Boston’s 
• WGBH Masterpiece Theatre. 
Filming will switch to BBC 
TV Centre in July. 

The Ginger Tree is the 
BBCs first venture into high 
definition television produc¬ 
tion, the television technology 
of the future. It offers viewers 
at home films of cinema' 
quality, either on 5ft flat 
screens or on their present 
sets. 

This series is all the more 
extraordinary because it in¬ 
volves panniers from Europe, 
Japan and the United Stales, 
the world’s three economic 
Noes which, at other levels, 
are currently battling to estab¬ 
lish tbe industry standard for a 
global HDTV market esti¬ 
mated to be worth $40 billion 
! by the year 2010 . 

HDTV achieves its high 
definition by roughly doubling 
the current number of lines on 
the screen at any one time. 
However; Europe; Japan and 
the US start with different 
numbers of lines, so HDTV 
developments only widened 
the gap. 

The Japanese were first off 
the blocks. They spent $700 
milli on developing a 1,225 
line system which they hoped 
would establish a new in¬ 
dustry standard and allow 
them to reassert their tech¬ 
nical (and therefore eco¬ 
nomic) ascendancy over 
neighbouring newly indus¬ 
trialized countries. 

Anxious to avoid the tech¬ 
nical debacle which allowed 
Japan to dominate the video 
cassette market in the late 
1970s, Europe responded in 
1985 by setting up Eureka, its 
own collaborative initiative 
on high technology. Eureka 
project 95 (EU 95) will spend 
£300 million developing a 
1,250 line HDTV standard 
which draws on the sophis¬ 
ticated MAC technology pio¬ 
neered by Britain’s IBA for use 
on direct broadcast by sat¬ 
ellite. EU 95’s HDTV system 
(sometimes known as HD- 
MAQ differs from the Japa¬ 
nese in that, with exactly 
double the number of lines, it 
is designed to be compatible 
with existing television sets.

Battle of the 
standards 

Will the technological superpowers agree on high 
definition television? Andrew Lycett reports 
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eras and other equipment to 
broadcasters and film-makers 
at giveaway prices. The Ginger 
Tree is being filmed using- 
Sony equipment. Officially 
foe BBC gains “experience” of 
the new technology. In return 
Japan's NHK gets the com¬ 
modity it most lad® - the 
programmes to run on its new¬ 
fangled television. 

By setting the production 
standards, tbe Japanese hope 
that HDTV wiD be accepted as 
the broadcasting standard. 
Visiting the US last week, 
Patricia Hodgson, head of the 
BBCs policy and planning 
unit, discovered another line 
of advance in Japan’s cam¬ 
paign.

“PR has genuinely come of 
age,” Gummer yells, down an 
echoing t ransatlan tic tele¬ 
phone line; And if the league 
table published this week by 
the industry’s newspaper, PR 
Week, is anything to go on, his 
declaration con tains more 
than a grain of truth. The 
figures — audited this year for 
the first time — show that the 
PR business in Britain grew by 
just over 30 per cent last year, 


easily outstripping advertis¬ 
ing, which increased its earn¬ 
ings by a comparatively pahry 
10 percent. 

In Teal terms advertising is 
by far the larger industry. Tbe 
top 150 PR consultancies* 
overall income of £170.7 mil¬ 
lion in 1988 is dwarfed by tbe 
estimated £6.7 billion spent 
oo advertising last year. But 
PR’s traditional image as

advertising's poor relation is 
fast becoming outdated, and 
tbe smart money says the 
sector wiD continue expanding 
at a healthy pace. 

One reason for this — 
according to the PR people, at 
least — is that advertising has 
become so expensive that 
traditionally high-spending 
clients are looking at other 
ways of making their media 
and TTiarV«Tng budgets work 
for them. 

“We have seen a lot of 
money moving from media 
advertising into PR, particu¬ 
larly in the consumer goods 
area,” Gummer says. “What is 
happening is that clients who 
spend £4 million to £5 million 
on advertising are asking 
themselves whether it does 
not malm .sense to tat* a 
couple of thousand out of that 
budget and spend it on PR

Another important fector in 
the improving fortunes of PR 
has been the emergence of a 
number of new bigh-growth 
sectors where advertising is 
unable to get a look in. 

According to Angela Hey- 
lin, chairman of the No 2 
consultancy, Charles Barker 
PR, whose 1988 earnings were 
up 9 per cent to £9.55 million, 
the mostgrowth is to be found 


in areas such as corporate PR 
for companies involved in 
take-over bids or mergers (a 
take-over panel ruling in 1987 
put an end to advertising in 


such situations), and in pol¬ 
itical and government rela¬ 
tions both nationally and 
internationally. 

Better established, but still 
growing, is financial services 
PR, especially in the field of 
investor relations. And al¬ 
though the money to be made 
from government flotations 
has dried up, there are still 
rich pickings to be had from 


privatizations such as water 
and electricity. This has led to 
the setting up of a rash of new 
consultancies over the past 
year, !0 of which have already 
found their way into PR 
Week’s top 150 companies. 

But most significant factor 
contributing to the growth of 
the PR industry has been its 
success in changing its own 
image. Gummer says: “We’re 
attracting a better class of 
trainee and the business is 100 
per cent more professional 
now than it was when I started 
15 years ago." 


So much so that major 
companies which find them¬ 
selves under media scrutiny 
cannot afford to be without 
professional PR help. As PR 
IVeeici editor. Peter Yco, 
points out, behind every big 
news story there now lurks a 
PR person. 

ummer's Shand- 
wick worked over- 
’time tor Cons 
Gold during its re¬ 
cent skirmish with 
Minorco, which was itself 
represented by a Saatchi 
subsidiary. WPP-owned Hill 
and Knowlton is handling PR 
for Lonrho in its feud with the 
Fayed brothers, who use the 
Braadsum consultancy.

His 
group makes $200 million, or 
10 per cent of its annual $2 
billion revenue, from PR, and 
he predicts that this figure will 
continue to climb. “Just as the 
G&T stereotype of the adman 
has long since disappeared, 
the classic image of the PR 
man is being transformed," he 
says.**HaIf of our business 
comes from non-media adver¬ 
tising and PR is one of the 
most important areas of that 
sector. It's a serious business 
now.”

T he City of London is about 
to have a new tribal notice- 
board. It will seek to re- 1 
store, or at least redefine, 
the image of the City’s ancient 
livery companies, whose impact on 
the public mind today amounts to 
■little more than a vague impression 
of turtle soup and gold-braided 
footmen. 

In fad, the livery companies, 
immensely wealthy from the wisely- 
tended benefactions of past genera¬ 
tions of Skinners, Gird]ers, Mercers 
and the like, are a significant part of. 
the City's discreet network of 
communications, and large-scale 
corporate contributors to a host of 
charitable causes. 


From Friday this week they are to 
have their own magazine. Two 
former masters oflivery companies. 
Give Willcocks and Tim Siraker, 
have combined their talents to 
launch a suitably sumptuous quar¬ 
terly which is to be called Roof and 
Branch, reminiscence of the tra¬ 
ditional Toast drank at company 
dinners: “Root and branch, may it 

flourish for evert". 

Wflteocks, who will edit the 
magazine, is past master of the 
Worshipful Company of Cordwaiti¬ 
ers, and in real mb a Chelsea 
antiques dealer. Straker, a Girdler, 
will publish it as one of the stable of 
magazines owned by Harper Trade 
Journals, part of the Straker Group. 



“Many members have very little 
idea what livery companies other 
than their own are doing,” says 
Willcocks.

Peter Ball finds Gordon Taylor urging football’s leaders to set right example 


The summer for solutions 


FOOTBALL: 



I n the last 10 days, pouring scorn 
on the faltering leadership of 
football has become an almost 
irresistible occupation. The 
Football Association, in 
particular, has cut a sad figure at a 
time when the game is in desperate 
need of firm direction. 

But mockery is easy. Supplying a 
solution to some insurmountable 
problems, most of them social rather 
than sporting, is another matter, as 
Gordon Taylor, the chief executive of 
the Professional Footballers' Associ¬ 
ation (PFA) and one football admin¬ 
istrator still with his credibility intact, 
points out. 

“Life could never be the same again 
after Hillsborough,’’ the stocky little 
former Bolton winger reflected 
sombrely on Monday in the 
Manchester offices of the PFA. “It 
must change to make sure that that 
can never happen again. But there are 
loo many people offering catch-penny 
solutions to million-pound problems. 

“I think there is this general desire 
for an instant panacea. Even the 
Government wants something you 
can package and say: ‘That's my 
answer,* but there isn't that simple 
answer. It is like asking a politician to 
come up with an instant solution to 
Northern Ireland or the Lebanon." 

For all the intractable nature of the 
problems, however, Taylor is clearly 
eager to contribute — if he is given the 
chance. 

The PFA’s members have emerged 
with more credit from Hillsborough 
and its aftermath than any other 
group, but that did not prevent Colin 
Moynihan, Minister for Sport reviv¬ 
ing the oldest of red herrings by 
blaming their behaviour for contribut¬ 
ing to crowd disorder in his ill-judged 
speech to the Football Writers' 
Association last week. Yet to Taylor’s 
evident frustration, the Minister for 
Spon, unlike his predecessors, has 
made no attempt to consult the 
players or any supporters* 
organization. 

“The players have behaved 
impeccably since Hillsborough," Tay¬ 
lor insisted forcibly. “You had young 
men with no training and often little 
formal education plunged into a 
situation where the grief was so thick 
you could cut it and they acted as 
counsellors, gave support, and having 
handled that they then then went on 
to play some of the best football ever. 
Arid then on Saturday those players 
gave their all for 120 minutes and then 
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Time for reflection and looking ahead: Gordon Taylor says the game mist go on mukr the right direction 


had to put up with pitch invasions and 
intimidation. They were absolutely 
stampeded by supporters and handled 
it all magnificently.** 

Under prodding from his members, 
Taylor was even moved to write to the 
Prime Minister to suggest a meeting in 
which he could put forward his 
association's point of view. Perhaps 
predictably, be was disappointed, 
being informed that the Prune Min¬ 
ister’s diary was too crowded. 

It seems an unfortunate response, 
for Taylor is convinced that in the 
wake of Hillsborough and the sub¬ 
sequent crowd problems at Crystal 
Palace and Wembley, the only answer 
is for everyone to spend the summer 
round a table trying to produce some 
solution, for like almost everyone 
concerned in trying to make any such 
scheme work, he is convinced that 
neither the Government's identity 
card scheme nor a wholesale ban on 
away fens is the answer. Yet he admits 
that so for football has not come up 
with an alternative. 

“If football spends the summer 
arguing over the TV package and the 
size of the first division, going to 
tribunals over transfer fees, and 
arguing over playing surfaces, rather 
than trying to sort out some way 
forward, then we will perhaps deserve 
to be dragged screaming through the 
Government’s hoop,” Ire argued. 

“But I don't believe their solution 


will work, because the people who will 
have to make it work are having it 
forced on them without being part of 
it, and their innate stubbornness will 
surface. And more importantly, it is 
trying to treat football in a vacuum 
when it is so much part of the fabric of 
society.” 

Perhaps naively, Taylor believes 
that tire Government should welcome 
a move to provide some real answers 
over tire long term rather than an 
easily marketable package. But he is 
convinced that if any real solution is 
to be found, the Government trill 
have to play a part as an independent 
arbiter pulling a steering committee 
together. 

W e must have everyone 
who is involved on the 
practical side — police, 
fire brigade, local 
safety officers, trans¬ 
port authority, and football all work¬ 
ing together.” he suggested. “1 don’t 
think it is fair to expect a judge or the 
police to come up with the recom¬ 
mendations on their own. Football 
needs to be involved, too. 

“But bow could people who are 
only trained in football be expected to 
supply the answers to questions on 
law and order, crowd control, and 
safety, which is what football is being 
asked to do? If we are going to, we 
need financial support and legislative 
support, and input from all the 


relevant authorities. How can football 
solve in isolation what is sweeping 
through the whole of the rest of society 
— increasing violence and aggression 
of young males?” 

If that questioning approach has 
little appeal to rfornagyigiMMi inside »nd 
outside football, it makes a lot more 
sense than the kind of snap judge¬ 
ments that have left the FA in such 
farcical disarray. And Taylor does 
have some suggestions as well, point¬ 
ing out that schemes like the PFA’s 
Football in the Community pro¬ 
gramme have led to improved crowd 
behaviour at 35 participating dubs. 

That, he insists, must be part of the 
way forward. It is, however, a slow 
process, as most genuine solutions are 
likely to be. The demands for extra 
seating, with different standards being 
required for dubs in differing di¬ 
visions, will also take time to be reach 
fruition, Taylor believes. 

But as Taylor insisted: “There 
aren’t any easy answers — or at least 
there is one: *0036 the game down.* 
People say we don’t need football. But 
my answer is that people do need 
recreation just like they need food, 
and drink, and clothing, and shelter. 

“And since Hillsborough with its 
passions and emotions, the game has 
shown it can bring out the very finest 
in people, too. Are we going to wipe all 
that away for the sake of getting rid of 
the baser elements?”

Gooch has led Essex through 
a vivid purple patch, surely the 
best start to a season by any dob 
within Che modern fixture frame¬ 
work. They have won 12 of their 
first 13 matches in three com¬ 
petitions and done so with flair 
and resolve indicating a fierce 
desire to reclaim from 
Worcestershire the label of En¬ 
gland's strongest coimty.

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Berger 
looks 
set for 
Mexico

Gerhard Berger will be back at 
tile wheel of a Ferrari Formula 
One car for the Mexican 
Grand Prix this weekend. This 
surprising news was released 
yesterday afternoon after the 
Austrian driver, aged 29, had 
successfully completed a 45- 
lap test drive on FerraiTs 

private Ftorano circuit to the 
satisfaction of his doctor. 

It is only jost over four 
weeks since Berger survived a 
ISOmph accident during the 
Sa n Marino Grand Prix at 
Imola, Italy, when his Ferrari 
failed to take a com, veered 
into a retaining wall, which it 
hit several times before com¬ 
ing to rest and bursting into 
flames. 

Berger, temporarily 
knocked roconsdoos, was 
only saved by the swift and 
well co-ordinated actions of 
the circuit’s fire marshals/who 
extinguished the names within 
20 seconds, and by the m e d i cal 
team that examined turn 
carefully before releasing him 
from the tangled wreckage of 
his car. 

He suffered barns, the most 
severe being to his hands* pins 
a broken rib and shoulder as 
well as concussion and shock, 
but be has since made a 
remarkable recovery. He was 
an eager visitor to the Monaco 
Grand Prix just two weeks 
after the accident, when his 
hands, still protected by heav y 
bandaging, were preventing 
him from even handling the 
power-assisted steering of his 
road car. However, the main 
cause of his discomfort at that 
.time was the npper part of his 
body as his fractured bones 
were mending. 

The cause of Berger’s ac¬ 
cident has not been — and 
perhaps never will be — estab¬ 
lished beyond any doubt, al¬ 
though the t«m are convinced 
that it is centred on the car’s 
.•front wings, the mountings for 
which have subsequently been 
reinforced. 

Berger’s return will come as 
a considerable boost to Nigel 
Mansell, who not only has had' 
to shocker die burden of 
development driving single 
handedly, hot has inevitably 
been hampered by not having' 
the facility of back-to-back 
comparisons of car perfor¬ 
mance during Berger’s 
absence. 

Although Ferrari bad taken 
steps to borrow Nicola Larini 
from the Osefla team for the 
Mexican race — and presum¬ 
ably still will should Berger’s 
fitness to race be brought into, 
.doubt during the bnfld-apdays 
preceding the grand prix — 
Mansell was convinced as 
.early as the Monaco weekend 
that Berger would be rejoining 
him on the grid in Mexico 
City. 

“I'm looking forward to 
welcoming him back.*’ he re¬ 
marked In what, at the time, 
seemed like excessive op¬ 
timism.

The England women have had 
to wait 17 years to play their 
first frill football international 
at Wembley, but unfortu¬ 
nately, when the time came, 
patience was not enough to 
break down a skilful and 
stubborn Swedish side yes¬ 
terday.

Videkull were enough to ruin 
the occasion. 

But then perhaps no one 
should have been surprised. 
The Swedish women have 
proved a thorn in the flesh of 
the English side for a good 
many years now. Twice, in 
1984 and 1987, England have 
been knocked out of the 
European championship by 
the Swedish women and in 
feet England have won only 


■once in nine games against 
them. 

Despite this defeat, how¬ 
ever, the women’s game has 
much to celebrate at the end of 
their season. 

A month ago their WFA 
Cup Final, won by Leasowe 
Pacific, was televised live for 
the first time and in April the 
game received a grant of 
£50,000 from the Football 
Trust. That these triumphs 
were not capped at Wembley 
was due primarily to an 
extraordinary profligacy in 
front of goal and momentary 
slackness in defence.

Anderiecht, of Belgium, 
Bayern Munich, of West Ger¬ 
many, EFK Gothenburg, of 
Sweden, and Barcelona, to¬ 
gether with his own dob, were 
likely to be part of the planned 
league, he said. 


Berlusconi stressed that 
English dubs could not be 
invited to join, however, 
because their stadiums were 
out of date and not up to the 
required standards 
He said foe English stadi¬ 
ums would have to be “greatly 
improved” to show a consid¬ 
erable reduction in violence 
before any English dubs could 
be considered.

Sale of playing fields 
poses wider threat

A meeting of the Inner London 
Education A uthori ty’s main 
council yesterday derided to 
sell the 20-acre Haynes Park 
playing; fields, worth an esti¬ 
mated £10 million, for prop¬ 
erty development. 

John O’Malley, foe chair¬ 
man of the n.F.A education 
committee, said last night: 
“We have derided to go ahead 
and sell Baynes Park, for 
development unencumbered 
by any restrictions.” 

The derision, which corid 
have far-reaching implications 
for the future of more than 200 
acres of recreational land 
throughout the capital, will be 

opposed by the Loudon Coun¬ 
cil for Sport and Recreation! 


Although the fields are 
heavily used, ILEA has de¬ 
rided that tire land is do longer 
required for educational pur¬ 
poses and Merton Council is 
not interested in buying it, 

Peter Nathan, foe chairman 
of the London Playing Fields 
Society, which has beM a 
licence to a dm i ni s te r the 
Raynes Park fields since Octo¬ 
ber, fears its sale could prompt 
similar transactions with 
property developers in other 
areas of London. 

The society would tike to 
buy it at its recreational value, 
approximately £400,000, but 
would require a grant of 
considerable size from the 
Sports Council. 


Astaphan longing for 
hie former simple life 


Toronto <AP) — Ben John¬ 
son’s doctor, who is to appear 
today before a Canadian com¬ 
mission investigating steroid 
use among athletes, longs for 
foe simple, sunny life he left 
behind in his youth in foe 
Caribbean. 

Mario Astaphan is accused 
of overseeing the Canadian 
sprinter’s regime of illegal 
steroids meant to increase 
strength. Johnson was 
snipped of a gold medal at foe 
Seoul Olympics when his 
steroid use was delected. 

Now Asiaphan’s licence and 
future are threatened. But in 
1963. he was a 17-year-old 
working as a deckhand on his 
father’s ferryboat sailing the 
Caribbean between his birth¬ 
place of St Kitts and its aster 
island, Nevis.

“I would have been a lot 
happier. Fish don’t talk back 
to you Fish don’t tell lies,” he 
added. 

He is under investigation by 
the Ontario College of Phy¬ 
sicians and Surgeons, but 
remains defiant and appears 
eager to answer allegations he 
prescribed and administered 
foe drugs that sparked one of 
sport’s biggest scandals. 

Astaphan said he never 
intended to specialize in 
sports medicine, but was 
channeled into the Grid 
because of the first-hand 
expertise be gained as a 
university wrestler and assod- 
ation football player.
